AWARD 

Dated April 24, 1989 

This is an application/complaint under Sec. 33-A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. 

2. It is a common ground that Reference No. CXilT/LC- 
(R)( 164,1/87 in respect of a workman, Shri Chnndrabhan, and 
another Case No. 29/88 under Sec. 33-A are pending which 
were initiated by the Depot Kamgar Union. Central Ordnance 
Depot, Jabalpur Shri D. P. Vaidya one of the complainants 
has filed this separate application on 3-3-1989 with the prayer 
that his case he separated from other applicants in Case 
No. 2/89 (under Sec. 33-A) pending before this Tribunal. A 
notice a.as issued to the Non-upplicant management why slay 
should not be granted blit in the meantime Non-applicant 
relieved the wurkman vide order dated 3-4-1989, This Court 
rejected the application for 6tay as having become infructuous 
Non-applicant fled their reply on 7-4-1989 and did not 
produce any documents in support of their reply. 

3. It is the further case of the applicant that he is the 
office bearer of Depot Kamgar Union, Central Ordnance Depot 
Jabalpur (hereinafter referred to as the Union) and has been 
declared a protected workman by the management of Central 
Ordnnnce Depot, Jabalpur lor the year 1985-86 to 1988-90 vide 
Annexures A to D in accordance with Rule 61 of the Indus- 
tiial Dispuli; (Central) Rules. 1957. That during the pendency 
of above referred industrial dispute ho was wroking as I/C 
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Receipt in Control (A) of C.O.D, Jabalpur vide letter dated 
9th May 1985 (Anncxnre E) which entiled luma special pay 
ol Rs, 35 pm. with elleet from 1st April, 1983 as per 
D.P.C. Panel dated 23-2-1985 (Anincxuie t). N. A. issued a 
Idler dated JOth May 1985 Ihui till the finalisation of Dis¬ 
ciplinary proceedings contemplated against the workman he is 
deprived of to draw the Special Pay of Rs. 35 p.m. This 
was done by the N.A. with the ulterior motive and with 
lMalafido intention in violation of the provisions of Sub-sec¬ 
tion (3) of See, 33 oi the I.D. Act by changing the service 
conditions ot the workman who was a protected workman 
which amounted to unfair labour practice. 

4. Further more the N.A. vide their order dated 3rd 
January 1989 |Annexur c H) lumsicrrcd the woilcinan appli¬ 
cant from Control (a> to Control (O) with the malaiidc in¬ 
tention under the garb oi following the management policy 
which also amounts to unfair luoour practice within the 
meaning oi Part I SI, 7 of Schedule V ot the l.D. Act. it is 
the further case of the workman lhal on 3rd January 1989 
when the arguments were being addressed by Shri D. P. Vaidya 
in case No. CUU7IUCK29) 1988 the officers of the N A. 
were present. Annoyed of his arguments he was transfeired 
as ubo\e, hence this complaint for the appropriate orders 
and reliefs. 

5. The case of the N.A. is that there is no change in the 
conditions ot service of the applicant/complainant. Ho holds 
the post of U.D.C. which is being still held by him in the 
same Central Ordnance Depot. He was transferred in the 
exigency of service which is the prerogative of the management 
from one section to another. The application is, therefore, 
not maintainable. 

0. The claim of the applicant/complnimmt to draw special 
pay of R c . 35 p.m. was w ithdrawn as disciplinary proceedings 
weie penning against him. He had filed a case under Sec. 15 
of the Payment of Wages Act which was rejected by the 
Labour Court in Case No. 12/86 vide order dated 21-9-1937. 
this order has become final between the parties. Therefore 
he is not entitled to get special pay which is attached to IJie 
post and granted under F.R. 9 (22) which cannot be claimed 
as of right, It is pot true that (here was conspiracy between 
the N.As to transfer him or that it amounted to unfair labour 
practice. As a rule and in the exigency of service the work¬ 
man is liable to he transferred to nny.rlace in Tndia being a 
Central Government employee. 

7. The points for determination bofore me are— 

1. “Whether the applicant workman is a protected work¬ 

man for the purpose of Sub-section (3) of Sec. 33 
of the l.D. Act? 

2. If so, whether the stoppage of hi.s Special Pay and his 

transfer from one post to another during the pen¬ 
dency of the aforesaid proceedings amounts to in¬ 
fringement of Sub-section (3) of Section 33 and it 
amounts to unfair labour practico under the I.D 
Act, 1947. 

3. If so, to whut relief if any the workman applicant is 
entitled? 

Findings with reasons:—Points No. 1 to 3.— 

8 . Workman Shri D. P. Vaidya was the Treasurer uf the 
said Union from the year 1985-86 to 1988-89 and he was so 
recognised by the N.A. as is apparent from Annexe re A to 
D, in accordance with Rules made in this behalf, N.A. neither 
filed any documents nor adduced tiny evidence to rebut the 
case of the workman. Therefore it is proved that lie was u 
'protected workman'. The relevant provision on which the 
applicant has placed reliance is Sub-section (3) of Sec, 33 of 
the I.D. Act which for the sake of convenience is being re¬ 
produced below:— 

‘■(3) Nr (withstanding anything contained in sub-section 
12), no employer shall during the pendency of ;my 
uii-li proceeding in respect of an industrial dispute, 
take Min- action against any protected workman non¬ 
ce, ned in such dispute— 

(a) by altering, to the prejudice ol such proieHed 
workman, the conditions of service applicable to 
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lira immediately before the commencement of 
such pi oeeeuings; or 

(b) by discharging or punishing, whether by dismissal 
i - otherwise, such protected workman, 

saw with the express permission in writing ot the 
auth unity beiore which the proceeding is pending. 

Explanation.-—Tor the purposes of this sub-section, a 
"protected workman’’, in relation to an ejiablish- 
Dicni. mcani a workman who, being (a member of 
the executive or other office bearerj of a registered 
trade union connected with the establishment, is 
iccogn.sed as such in Accordance with rules made 
in Mils behaif. 

Workman lias relied on the case of Air India Corporation, 
Bombay Vs. V. A. Reballow (1972-I-JLLJ p. -501) wherein it 
has been laid down — 

. .Sun-scction (3) protects “protected workman” 
and the reason is obvious for the blanket protection 
of such a workman. The Legislature in his case 
appi.’iis to be anxious for the interest of healthy 
gro'.vtn and development of trade union movement 
to ensure fN him completo protection against every 
kind of order of discharge or punishment because 
of his special position as an officer of a registered 
trade union recognised as such in accordance with 
the rules made in thut behalf. This explains the 
restricted protection in sub-ss. (I) and (2).” 

9. On the other hand, the contention of the N.A. is that 
Case No. 2/89 (under S. 33-A) is not an industrial dispute. 
His special allowance was withdrawn as disciplinary proceed¬ 
ings were contemplated against him, In any case, transfer of 
the workman from one post to another in tho same 
station is the prerogative of the management and it does not 
amount to change of service conditions. 

10. The plea of the workman is that the Case No, 2/8-9 
( Under See. 33-A) has been relied on to show the vindictive 
act ond the victimisation by the N.A, It has also been pointed 
out on behalf of the applicant that Reference No. 16/86 
of Shri Chandrabhan a temporary labour whose services wero 
tei'mini.'ietd was sponsored by the Central Secretary of 
Depot Kamgar Union C.O.D. Jabalpur of whose the applicant 
workman was n Treasure. The law referred above affords 
blanket protection to any of the members of the executive 
of the Union as a matter of policy to protect the interest 
of the office bearers of the Union. It has been further pointed 
out that the applicant was authorised to draw a special pay 
of Rs. 35|- p.m. with effect from 1st April, 1985 vide order 
dated 23rd February, 1985 (Anncxnre F). Anncxnre E 
further goes to show that in view of the ybove order of thd 
N.A, Shri D. TV Vaidya of Control (A) was reported to 
have been entrusted with the duties of complex nature as 
I jC Receipt Section with effect from 1-4-85. Letter dated 
10th May, 1985 goes to show that he was disentitled to dn/w 
the special pay of Rs. 35)- p.m, till the finalisation of the dis¬ 
ciplinary proceedings (vide order dated 10th May, 1985 An- 
nexure G). This goes to show that the management had 
granted special pify from 1st April, 1985 (Annexur© F & E) 
and it wax withdrawn vide order dated 10th May 1985 
'Ar.’ G). This umoun's to changing the service condition 
of the protected workman. 

11. On behalf of the N.A, it has been contended that 
this Special pay was withdrawn on account of disciplinary 
ptoccedings earlier and the claim of the workman under the 
P. W. Act wits rejected in case No. 12|86 vide order dated 
21-9-1987. In this regard I find that the management has 
not filed any record to show the result of Case No. 12|86 
or the order dated 21-9-1987. In the absence of record this 
contention cannot be accepted. However, assuming for the 
“ukc of arguments that the contention of the N.A. may be 
true in connection wilh some earlier case but as already 
noinled out Anncxnre F to Ci go to show that this transpired 
Ivtween 23td Febiu.Jiv, 1985 and lQih May 1935 at the 
time when the applicant was admittedly a protected workman 
during the period. In this regard the plea <>f Die management 
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is Hint the special pay is attached to the post and etui the 
person therefore its withdranval does not tnnoujit to change 
of service condition. As a normal mle this may be true but 
in the case of a protected workmin law as laid down u'bovi- 
(n.owx a blanket cover which means ‘proteemo v.heil.ei it 
is a case of withdrawing special pay or some allowance or 
termination or dismiss it or punishment. In tins connection 
the relevant words of .Sub-section (3) of Sec. 33 (quoted 
above') are material which clearly says that — 

“Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section 12). 
no employer shall during the pendency ol 
any such proceeding in respect of an* industiiul 
dispute, take any action ugainst any protected 
workmar.i concerned in such, dispute (underlining is 
done by me).'’ 

Therefore if any action is taken against the protected work¬ 
man by altering tio the prejudice of such protected workman 1 
conditions of service applicable to him immediately before 
the commencement of such proceedings without espre-s per¬ 
mission* in writing of the authority before which the procee¬ 
ding is pending, it contravenes the provisions of Sub-section 
(3) of Sec. 33 of tlic T. D. Act. Therefore during the pen¬ 
dency of Reference Ccse No. 164/87 if the special pay is 
withdrawn it conlra'vens the said provisions of the T. D. 
Act 

12. However, in* the alterative assuming for the sake of 
arguments that the punishment awarded of withdrawing the 
special pav was on account of some proceedings anterior 
to the reference under consideration, the question* still re¬ 
mains whether the order of transfer of applicant durir.'g the 
pendency of the above reference contrulnvcves die provision 
of Sub-section (3) of S. 33 and amount to unfair labour 
practice. 

13. In* this regard the pleat of the management is that 
special pay cannot be claimed as of right, it is attached to 
the post and not to the person. To my mind, this itself goes 
to show that the N, As were aware that the allowance is 
attached to the post therefore transfer of the workman <de- 
sulting in withdrawal of the allowance! amounts fn talking 
action against the protected workman* by altering his service 
condition to his prejudice. Therefore it contravenes the 
provision of Suh-sectiou (3) of Section 3.3 of the T.D. 3ct. 

14. Coming to the transfer order, nodoubt It is the pre¬ 
rogative of the management to transfer their employees but 
Ir,< the case of protected workman a blanket cover ik thrown 
for his protection so that the management may not victimise 
the office bearer of a Union as has been laid down in the 
case of Air India Corporation (Supra). Clause 7 of the Fifth 
Schedule lays down that It amount to unfair labour practice 
to “transfer a workman malnfide from one place to other 
under the guise of following the management policy”. This 
is exactly what has happened in the instant case that under 
the guise of following the management policy of exigency 
of service or requirement of (die management to transler 
a protected workman malafkle from one place to other 
amounts to unfair labour practice. 

15. It is the contention of the N. A. Imnnagemenl that 
in any case the transfer does not amount to he mulafide 
ono because it is on the same po«t and in the same stallion. 
As such the allegation of malafides or victimisation cannot 
be imputed. I rim of the opinion that though the transfer 
is one the same post and in the same station but the conse¬ 
quences are far reaching. Tt is mi'i the case of the N.A.I 
management tlutt the other nost also carries special allowar*ce. 
Therefore fla ip transfer will deprive the npplicanti of special 
allowance for ever which will not only amount to taking an 
action against a protected workman by altering to thy: pre- 
indice of such Protected workman the condition of service ap¬ 
plicable tp him immediate!*.- before tibc commencement of 
such proceed 1 m’s- hut it will also amount tn unfair labour 
practice within the meaning of SI 7 of .Schedule V as it will 
also amount to mnlaffde tvansfev under the guise of following 
mannccmer.'l’s policy. 


16 In the case of I. H. Sugar Factories 2fc Oil Mills Ltd. 
Vs. State of U P. (1961-l-LLJ p. 686 to 696-Civi! Misc. 
Writ No. 755 of 1961 da'cd 22nd Feb. 1961) decided by 
Allababi.-J High Court it has been held that “any systematic 
attempt by the employer to use his powers of management to 
disrupt the trade union of his employees will be condemend 
by the court) as unfair labour practice.” It has been further 
laid down that “what is unfair labour pjaciice- or victimisJ- 
tion is a question of fact to he decided by a labour tribunal 
upon the ciicumstances of each case.” In the nsc of I. H. 
Sugar Factories fsupra) case of Rohtas Industries Ltd. Vs. 
Brijnathan Pnndey (1956-11-11 ' 444) was refeired v herein 
it was held :— 

“That an industiial tiibunal is not fetcred by the law 
of contract or the terms of agreement between the 
cnmlover and the employee and it may create new 
oblieniions or modify con'vnets in the interest of 
industrial peace, to protect lecitirrutc trade union 
nctivilies and to prevent unfi/r labour practice or 
victimisation.” 

Similarly in the case of Bharat Bank Ltd. New Delhi Vs. 
tfhc Fmplovees Llnioi*, Delhi 11950 SC 948 & 949) it has 
t.'lso been hell that a labour tribunal can confer rights and 
privileges on either parly which il consider reasonable and 
proper II can create new riehls and obligations between 
Ihcm. 

17. As far the contention that there is 11 pending enquhv 
ORains!) the workman it will suffice' to cite (he case of V. 
.Tnerswnr Rno Vs. po't Muster General Andhra Circle 
(I97S SI 201) wherein it has been that “in any event 
nendenev of (he disciplinary proceedings caniMt be i 1 ground 
for overlooking the petitioner when he has been otherwise 
found suitable for promotion even bv the Departmental 
Promn'in Cornmiitee." T r ,. the instant case also (he D.P.C. 
had found F’c workman fit lo eh cdnnted seiial pay, yet it 
has beej* withdrakvn even before conclusion of the enquiry. 

18. For the reasons discussed above I And that it Is proved 
that the act of the management umounts to infringement' of 
Stub-sect ion ^3) of Section 33 t'.-.d St. 7 of Schedule V of 
I D. Act. Therefore it is liable to be set adde with a dercc- 
tion to the N.A. management to renost the protected work¬ 
man Shri D. P. Vaidyi., to Control fA) of Central Ordnnnncc 
Depot and grant him special oav of Rc. 35!- which has been 
disallowed vide letter No. 27584UJDCISPlAdm fCiv) dated 
10th Mr", 1985, 

19. Conseouentlv, the npph'cntlf workman is entitled to 
pn award under See 33 -a of the I. D. Act. I accordingly 
give mv award ;S under :—

AWARD 

By exercising its powers under Section 10(1) (d) of the 

I. D. Act, the Government of India, Ministry of Labour 
made the present reference on the following point of dispute 
bv its order No. L41012|8|86D. 11(B) dated 21 s6 September, 

POINT OF REFERENCE 

“Whether the action of the management of South 
Cental Railway, Hubli in terminating Mr. Honnappa 
Venkanna C & W. Khalasi Sweeper from service is 
legal and justified ? If not, wheher he is entitled 
■ to reinstatement and of any other relief ?’’ 

2. The 1 party workman has filed his claim statement and 
his statements, in brief, are as follows. 

The I party workman was employed in (he II party 
Railways and he has put in serveie of 28 years. By [.'letter 
dated 1T2-1977, the Divisional Mechanical Engineer dis¬ 
missed him from service with effect from 25-12-1977. It was 
alleged that ho was guilty of remaining unauthorisedly 
absent on several occasions without taking prior permission 
from the: competent authority. He was suffering from 
Astbama and he used to take treatment in he Railway 
Hospial. Proper Chargesheet was not issued to him. Principles 
of natural justice were not observed. The Divisionr.'l Mecha¬ 
nical Engineer was not- competent to pass the order of dis¬ 
missal. He never remained absent unauthorisedly. He did 
not commit any misconduct Hence, it is prayed that the 
order dated 25-12-1977 may be held as null and void. It 
may bet held that the order of dismissal dated 25-12-1977 
Is illegal i-'nd that ho may be reinstated with back wages and 
costs. 

3. The II nartiv has filed its counter statement and its con¬ 
tentions, in brief, are as follows : 

There is a separate forum such as administrative Tribunal 
for the present disputite: and the jurisdiction of this Tribunal 
is barred under the provisions 0 f the Administrative Tribunal 
Act 1985. He has raised tihe dispute after 11 years and 
since there is delay and latches, he cannot claim relief. 
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Divisional Mechanical Engineer the ompetent authority 
and he has been dismissed from sorvice by due presence of 
law. Tt is not true and correct that he was suffering from 
Asthama raid thati he was taking any treatment in any hos¬ 
pital. It is not true that he had never remained absent un- 
aulihorisedly or that he did not commit any act of miscon¬ 
duct. He remained unauthorisedly absent between March 
1976 and December 1976 anti he was removed from service 
from 25-12-77. He had preferred an appeal dated 26-12-77. 
He was given full opportunity in the domestic enquiry, Ho 
bad accepted the charges. He pleaded that his absence was 
due to his illness. The Appellate authority considered his 
case carefully and taking a sympathetic view, he was re¬ 
appointed as a fresh entrant on thei scale of Rs, 196-232 by 
order No. H|P. 90(460 dated 21-11-1978. He accepted the 
same and commenced working from 9-12-1978 hut again 
remained absent unauthorisedly from 14-1-1980 and even 
on 31-10-1980. As per rule 732 if on employee remamsi 
absent aftc exhausting all kinds of leave, it is deemed that 
be lias relinquished his service. It was deemed that) ho had 
resigned from his job with effect from 16-9-1980 ms per the 
order dated 1-1-81. He is not entitled to any relief. 

4. One preliminary issue was framed in view of the said 
pleadings as follows : 

“Whether this Tribunal has no jurisdiction to entertain 
the matter, ns contended by the if party”, 

5. The parties were heard on the same. 

6 . An order is passed on the sntnei on 5-7-88, stating that 
the said point of luw has been already decided bv this Tribunal 
in C. R. 155/87 and for the same reasons, it has been held 
that this Tribunal tins the jurisdiction. 

7. On thei merits of the cf.'se. the TT party has examined 
one witness and has got marked Fxm. M-l to M-12, 

8 . The I party has not adduced any evidence. 

9. My finding on the point of reference is as follows : 

It is not a case of termination of service of Mr. Honm.'ppa 
Venkappa C & W Khalasi. Sweeper, but it is a case of 
deemed resignation However, it is found that under Sec¬ 
tion 1 l-A of thei LD, AG, he should be given relief tfs 
shown below. 

REASONS 

10. The evidence of MW-1 Dorayavar shows that the T 
party workman Was working as a Khalasi Mnd that he remainde 
imnuthorisedlv absent from March 1976 to December 1976 
and therefore he wtti removed from service. In that con¬ 
nection. he has produced the records at Exs. M-l to M-12, 
The attendance record at Exs. M-l and M-2 support the 
evidence of ME-1 that the I party used to remain absent 
often Mnd unauthorisedlv. The evidence of MW-1 then shows 
that the I party had filed an appeal ns per Ex. M-3 and in 
view of the contentions raised by him, he was sent to the 
doctors for medical check-up. Fx. M-4 k the letter show ip a' 
IhMl be had been 'enf for medical check-un. Exs, M-5, M-6| 
and M-7 show that there were reminders in that connecdon 
and be was asked to pan Rs. 8/- as the medical examination 
fee. The evidence of MW-1 then shows that ho did not go) 
and appear before the Medical Officer in the first inslanC'- 
»nd therefore a reminder was sent as per Ex. M-5 andl 
since no reply was rent ms per Ex. M-6. yis evidence further 
shows tbai when a subsequent notice was sent as per Ex. 
M-8, fur paid the amount and got himself checked-un. It lS| 
an admitted fact that then he was reinstated and that he 
worked from 24-11-78 hut again abandoned his duties from. 
Tilly 1980, Exs. M-9 and M-10 ore the documents rliowinr 
hi.s absence in 1989, Ex. M-8 dated 21-11-1978 is (hr order 
missed in the epneal filed bv the workman as per Ex M-3. 
The order passed in Ex. M-8 reads as follows : 

"purely on merev consideration, hei may be given a 
chance in a fresh entrant, ft nnv be decided that 
he may he considered for appointment as a fresh 
entrant as a C & W Khalasi on pay of Rs 197 G 
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in Hit; grade of Rs. 196-232. If he accepts the above, 
please report to CTxRIUBL”, 

The evidence of MW-1 implies that the workman had accep¬ 
ted the said order and had reportted to duty on 24-11-1978.. 
MW-1 has furtner sworn that on 1-1-J98I he vas demoted 
from service and a notice; a* per Hx. M-l 1 had been sent 
to him in the cover Ex, M-ll (a), but that it was returned 
to the sender for want of complete address. 

11. Ex. M-12 doted 24-2-1986 is an application submitted 
by the I polity, seeking for voluntary retirement with full 
benefits. He has prayed for mercy and hag stated that lict 
was absent doe to long illness from i9J(, ' nd has icqueste a 
to accept his ease as a cate for voluntary retirement. 

12. The workman has not been examined before me. 
The order of reference is on the point whether the mana¬ 
gement' has terminated his service and whther it is legal 
and justified. Jn the claim statement, the workman has con¬ 
tended fiat his stivice has been tennina'ed v-ilh effect from 
25-12-1977. It is reiterated that as per Ex. M-« dated 
21-11-78, he had been re-appointed and that he -accepted 
such appointment and in fact worked for several months 
on the strength of that appointment. The challenge made by 
him against the order dl. 25-12-77 is not at all the sub;ecf 
matter of reference. Tiro I party is aggrieved by the order 
dated 1-1-81 at F.x. M-ll (a) and there is inherant defect 
in the case of Ike t party in as much as he has challenged 
the order dt, 25-12-77 only. The ordetr at Ex. M-ll (a) is 
self-evident on the point that it has been passed under Note 
2 below Exception 2 of Rule 732-R. On going through the 
evidence, I find that the order passed by the TI party is 
justifiable, since ther c is no explanation u*t all for his con¬ 
tinued absence ,<fter lie was re-appoii.tc,| as- pert Ex M-8, 
Subject for the Relief shown its follows. 

13. The provisions of Section 11-A of the I.E>. Act would 
indicate ihf.'t in cases wherever it is deemed expedient, the 
Tribunal can alter the final order passed by the management, 
One cannot lose sight of the fact that he has put insevcral 
years af service and that he was nei'.rme -cj-'rdnr nuniice 
The alleged misconduct on the previous occasion was also 
of ab-enteism only. The management had been indulgent 
enough to provide him an opportunity but it is not known 
as to why he did not present htmsclt Howeved, he fas plcrdde 
that' he was suffering from Asthama and he was under medical 
treatment, Taking into account all these cidcumstances, T am 
of the view that the prayer m dc by him ir Ex, M-12 e'e erscs 
to be accepted. 

14. The learned counsel for the I party strongly contended 
thrit* there was no chargesheet issued to the workman, no 
not ; cc was issued and no retrenchment compensation was 
paid before his service was terminated and thnl the action 
of the management is illegal. The management has conten led ’ 
than it has been deemed (hat he has resigned his appointment 
as per Note 2 to Exception 2 to Rule 732 and for Healing 
the workman to h;As deemed to have resigned, there was no 
necessity to issue any chargesheet or to hold any enquiry. 
The learned counsel for the I pasty submitted that the 
authorities of Tulasiram, Robert D'Sbuzn and S. K. Vnrmn 
show that Ibe r party is entitled for reinstatement and back 
wages. He was -t. quested to make avrilable as least' the back 
copies of tbe authorities. They have not been made available. 

It is difficult lo appreciate the contentions raised hv him

Dcwns in removing 
SVi Ariun Duval from empliyment vide their order 
dated 13-11-1983 is justified 7 Tf not. lo what, 
relief the workman concerned is entitled to ?” 

2. On receipt of the order of reference, parties filed 
their respective pleadings and documents and written argu¬ 
ment, it is common gionnd that the workman Shri Arjun 
Duval was appointed in Bank Note Press. Dewas w.e.f. 
-9-9-1973 as_ a Sweeper. He was earlier charge-heated for 
his unauthorised long absence from 4-4-76 to 22-6 77 and 
'c was issued a ‘how came not tee dated 4-12-77 fo- removal 
from service. However, at that t-'me there was n-ohleni 
'’ri'inc out of implementation of Group In.-entive Scheme. 
When the Union a-rred to accent Ihe said scheme, a- a 
gesture of goodwill, the management agreed to withdraw 
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all the pending cases against the employees, ns sue'' the 
notice tit. 4-12-77 against the workman was also withdrawn. 

3. He was again suspended for drunken and riotur beha¬ 
viour during duty and charge-sheeted on 10-4-79. He was 
issued a show cause notice for removal from service How¬ 
ever, the workman submitted a mercy appeal, thereloie' he 
was only awarded the punishment of reduction of 
his pay to the minimum of the scale of Rs. 196-232 with 
cumulative effect. 


4. The case of the management further is that tire aPP 11 ' 
cant did not show t.'ny improvement in his attendance of beha¬ 
viour. He again absented himself from March, 1982 tmd 
did not resume his duty in spite of notices dated -9-3-82 
and 22-5-82. He was. therefore, charge-sheeted vide memo 
dated 1-8-82 for long and unauthorised absence f r om du'y- 


5, This charge-sheet was sent to him on Ms known resi¬ 
dential address and also on his permanent address but it was 
received back undelivered. Therefore, a formal enquiry 
was ordered and Shri Ashok Saxena was appointed ns En¬ 
quiry Officer. 


Reasons for my findings : 

Before l take up the issues I will like to site a decision 
of our own High Court of M. P. that Security Pupci Mill JS 
an industry for the purpose of Sec. 2J of the I D. Act. 
This case settled the objection of the management in the case 
of ti. M., Security Paper Mill Vs. Haii Shankar reported 
in 1979 JLJ 559. 

13. I will next take up issue No, 1 and 2(a) and (M- 
At the outset the so called dorses'i; enquiry hits been 
challenged on the ground that it was only a preliminary en¬ 
quiry commonly known as fact finding enquiry, theicfore, 
it could not have been converted and treated as regular domes¬ 
tic enquiry in order to inflict major pvmhhrnnt of removal 
from service. I have gone through ih; original enquiry papers 
and I find that the contention cannot be said to be baseless. 
The Equiry Officer Shri Ashok Saxena not only in his enquiry 
report but also on his proceedings dt. 15-10-82 has mention¬ 
ed :

6 . Enquiry Officer issued u memo for appearance and 
workman appeared and accepted the charges. Enquiry 
Officer submitted his report on the basis of which Disciplinary 
Authority imposed a penalty of removal from service. His 
appeal and review petition were also rejected by the General 
Manger on perusal of record of enquiry. 

7. The management has further alleged that during his 
absence he was arrested bv the police for offence of robbery 
Uls, 392 of l.TC. an done Shri M.C.K. Chourasin had 
also complained that the workman had threatened him under 
drunken state and had broken glasspans of his shop on 
4-9-83. but the management took no steps beacaure he was 
already facing an enquiry for major misconduct. 

8 . The management has taken a preliminary objection that 
Ba'nk Note Press is performing sovereign function of printing 
cuirency bunk notes therefore it is not an industry and 
this Court as such has no jurisdiction. 


Same thine is repeated in proceedings dated 15-10-82 t'nd 
10-2-83. This shows that he treated this as a preliminary 
fact finding enquiry. This also find support from the way 
le.'Vned Fiquiry Officer conducted the proceedings. Instead 
of reading out the charges and asking him whether he admits 
his guilt or claims to be tried, he straight away started 
questioning the workman. In fact he cross-examined him and 
based his findings on his reply. Thus it is apparent that the 
enquiry was not conducted in accordance with well established 
procedure as per the C.C.S.(C.C.A,) Rules. 

14. Next it has been pointed out that no charge-sheet vv ;ts 
received by the workman. During the enquiry, as has 
been admitted by the management in para No. 4 of their 
rejoinder dated at 1-7-87. wherein management bos sta'ed that 
the charge-shett was sent under registered cover to his home 
addressed which was received brek unserved with the remark 
“Not available at given address.” Such a case came up for 
consideration before Hon’ble Supreme Court in the case of 
Bata Shose Co. Ltd. Vs. D. N. Ganguly repotted in AIR 1961 
SC 1158 1961 SCL (Page 3322) : 


9. Tlie case of the workman is that' his previous and subse¬ 
quent conduct is irrelevant for the purpose of this case. His 
case further is that he had some urgent work, thereof re, 
he proceeded on leave w.e.f. 28-2-82 and as per the preva¬ 
lent practice he submitted his leave application to Head Swee¬ 
per Shri Tnderlal who failed to inform him that his leave ap¬ 
plication has been rejected. After sometime he fell serious¬ 
ly ill and his family resorted to treafement by r -orcIsm 
system by traditional methods. On recovery was not allow¬ 
ed to join his duties instead he was subjected to departmental 
enquiry. He has not been paid his salary and allowances 
though be was removed from service w.e.f. 13-11-83. 

10 Bank Note Press is an industry and this Tribunal has 
jurisdiction to entertain this dispute, 

11. The workman has challenged the enquiry on various 
grounds and in the interest of avoiding repetitions I will 
take (hem at their appropriate stage. 

12 . 1 framed the following issues which with my reasons 
ntul findings are given below — 

ISSUES 

1. Whether the enquiry held was fair and just and if not, 
what is the effect' ? 

2(a) Whether the removal from service was justified on 
facts of the case 7 

2(h). Tf not. to what relief the workman is entitled ? 


“Where charge-sheets sent to workman returned no- 
served, the proper course for the company is to 
publish notices in some newspapers in' tlhe regional 
h.'nguage 1 , in the absence of a provision in the 
Standing Orders for their display in the notice board 
of the company. When that course is nod adopted 
it must be held that the workman had no notice 
charges against them a'nd the date bv which they 
had to submit their explanation and the date of 
enquiry. I r j this case the dismissal order cannot 
be uphold. 

15. In the instant case CCS, (C.C.A.) Rules No. 14 pro¬ 
vide that a chargesheet should be issued and the Enquiry 
Officer shall ask him whether he admits the same or deny 
it. The Enquiry Officer even at the stage of enquiry did not 
draw the attention of the workman towards the charge-sheet 
which was returned undelivered. 

16. Thus the enquiry has neither been conducted in ac¬ 
cordance with principles of natural justice nor in accordance 
with Rule 14 of the C.O.S. (C.C.A.) Rules, The enquiry is, 
therefore, liable to be vitiated on the two grounds mentioned 
above alone. However. [ will point out certain other irregulari¬ 
ties committed during the enquiry by the Enquiry Officer 
as well as hy the disciplinary authority. 

17. Firstly the proceedings dated 1st December, 1982 goes 
to show that the w r orkman had demanded the help of defence 
assistant and the workman has named Shri S. P. Vcrma, 
L.D.C. but a condition was put that he should produce not 
only his consent hut also the consent of his Head of Depart¬ 
ment. It appears that he could not do so, therefore, ulti¬ 
mately on 10th February. 1983 he w r as compelled as it ap¬ 
pears, to defend h mself without the help of defence assistant.. 
The result was that instead of Management proving his ease 
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first the workman had to defend himself by facing cross- 
examination. 

18. The proceedings dated 10th February, 1983 go to show 
that the workman had not specifically admitted the guilt but 
in fact he had tried to justify his absence on account of 
illness, inability to inform as per procedure on account of 
illetracy and knowledge of procedure, This, therefore, should 
not have been taken as acceptance of his guilt. 

19. Even the Enquiry Officer in his report has stated:

To my mind this qualified statement justifying his absence 
could not have been taken as his admission by the Enquiry 
Officer. 

20. The Disciplinary Authority in his order-sheet dated 
24th February, 1983 has realised this position and returned 
the file to the Enquiry Officer with the remark that he should 
give clear findings whether the charges are proved or not. 
Without doing any thing further the Enquiry Officer wrote 
b.ck on 10th April, 1983 that the charges are proved on his 
admission, The Disciplinary Authority accepted this and 
passed the impugned order of dismissal. 

21. From llie above it is crystal clear that the workman 
was not only denied reasonable opportunity to defend him¬ 
self but all cannons of natural justice, fairplay and procedure 
weic lloufcd and thrown to the wind. In fact, it appears that 
he was mctled with this severe penalty for his past and 
subsequent conduct which was neither the subject matter of 
enquiry nor any material was placed for the workman to give 
bis explanation in that regard. 

22. The workman was not also granted any opportunity to 
ptove his defence by examining the Head Sweeper. Thus the 
principles of natural justice has also been violated in this 
case. 

In view of above 1 need not decide Issue No. 2(a), 

23. Looking to the facts of the case it is rather unfortunate 
that in their pleadings throughout Management nowhere 
pleaded that il’ the enquiry is held to be vitiated on any 
ground, the Management be given an opportunity to prove 
misconduct before this Tribunal. Therefore, by simply taking 
this stand in the written arguments does not entitled the 
management to prove misconduct before this Tribunal as 
has been held in the case of Shambhu Nath Vs. Bank of 
Bar Oil a (AIR 1984 S.C. 289). 


24 As such, as a normal course workman is entitled to be 
renstated as the domestic enquiry stands vitiated but looking 
to the fact that the workman himself is partly responsible for 
removal and further looking to tho fact that he has already 
sulfered by way of removal of service w.c.f, 13th November, 
1983, it will meet the end of justice if the workman is dis¬ 
allowed his back wages including the wages for his absence 
without sanction of his leave from 28th February, 1982. 

25. Consequently I answer the reference as under: 

The action of the management of General Manager, Bank 
Note Press, Dewas in removing Shri Arjun Dayal from em¬ 
ployment vide their Older dated 13th November, 1983 is un¬ 
justified. The workman is, therefore, entitled to be reinstate 
w.c.f. 13th November, 1983 but without back wages. Flow 
ever he will be entitled to wages on reinstatement which he 
was getting prior to the d^e of termination. 

No order as to costs.

Hint at the time of termination of Shri Suresh, his junior 
Shri Oalaji Asthaii was continued; that on the representation 
being made by Shri Suresh he was again rc-employed on 
3-11-83. The grievance of Shri Suresh is that the order of 
terminating being illegal, he should be paid wages for the 
period he remained unemployed i,e. from 26-9-82 to 2-11-83 
with all the consequential benefits treating him to be in 
continuous service all through out. 


3. So far ns demand no. 2 is concerned, the say of the 
union is that Shri Bhikha C.hbagan is working as temnorary 
casual labour in the office of Inspector of Works, Mehsana ; 
that he was transferred from Mehsana to Patan and retrans¬ 
ferred from Patan to Mehsana ; that he has not been given 
transfer allowance on both the occasions which is illegal, 
unjust and against the rules and principles of natural justice. 
The grievance 1 of Shri Bhikhri is that the action of the Railway 
in not grantimt him transfer allowance being illegal and 
unjust, the same should be granted to him. 


4. The Railwav has filed its written statement at ex.4 
wherein it has been stated intqr alia so far ns demand no. 1 
is concerned that Shri Suresh was served with termination 
notice due to non-availability of work. It has admitted, that 
retrenchment compensation etc. has not been paid to him. 
Tf has further submitted (hat ns soon as the work was avail¬ 
able nn 13 6-83 a notification was published on notice board 
for their engagement and when Shri Suresh turned up for 
work on 4-11-83 he was taken nn duty. 'Die Railwav is 
prepared to grant, him leave from 25-9-82 to 13-6-83, if 
leave is due to him and if he so desires. So far as demand 


no. 2 is concerned, the Railway has stated in its written 
statement that on account of posting of a regular candidate 
under IOW-Patan there was no provision to continue Shri 
Bhikha and therefore instead of terminating him, the Railway 
offered employment under other subordinate office, viz., IOW- 
Mehsann and further contended that there is no provision 
under the Rules to grant him transfer allowance. However, 
as a special case, Shri Bhikha has been granted transfer 
allowance for his transfer from IOW-Patan to lOW Mehsana. 


5, None of the parties have led any other oral as well as 
written evidence. 

6 . One Shri Satram Da's A.P.O., W. Rly, Rajkot has 
appeared on behalf of the Railway and Sarvashri S. B. Nigam 
and B. K. Sarma have appeared on behalf Of the union for 
the workmen concerned. 


7. At the bur Sliri Sharma so far as demand no. 1 is 
concerned has stated that Shri Suresh has put in more than 
10 years of service. Shri Suresh has not been paid retrench¬ 
ment compensation at the time of his termination as required 
u/s. 23F of the Act. Again, the Railway has not followed 
provisions contained in S, 25G of the Act in as much as 
hi s junior Shri Galaji was continued in service while Shri 
Suresh though senyff to Shri Galaji was retrenched. Thus 
principle of last come first go has not been followed. Again, 
when the Railway recruited certain persons on 6-6-83 they 
failed to intimate the employee concerned for recruitment 
as required under Rule 78 of the Rules. So far us_ the 
concession extended by the Railway that leave due will be 
granted to Shri Suresh, the union has stated that when the 
Railway has contravened the provisions of law, it should 
grant full payment instead of leave due and some compen¬ 
sation also should be paid in cash. So far as demand no. 2 
is concerned the union has contended that the Radway has 
paid travel allowance for the retransfer of Shri Bhikha from 
Mehsana to Patan and hence it is not pressed. 

8 . Shri Satram Das, A.P.O. W. Rly. has contested the 
claim of the union on the 1st demand. He has stated that 
these are casual labourers and they have no right whatsoever. 
Notice u/s. 25F is given, He has further admitted that no 
Registered Notice is given at any time. 

9 . 1 have gone through the papers and heard the argument* 
of both the sides. After careful consideration of both the 
demands, I am of the opinion that the case of the union in 
both the demands is quite genuine and in accordance with 
the law. The Railway has admitted in its written statement 
that Shri Suresh has not been paid retrenchment compensa¬ 
tion and Shri Satram Das has also admitted at the bar that 
no Registered Notice as required under Rule 78 of the Rules 
has been given to Sliri Suresh at the time of recruitment. 
The Railway has not challenged the say of the union that 
Shri Galaji who is junior to Shri Suresh was not retrenched 
while Shri Suresh was retrenched. From the admissions 
made I am convinced that the Railway has contravened the 
nrovisions contained in S. 25F and S. 25G of the Act and 
Rule 78 of the Rules, so far as Shri Suresh is concerned, 
T. therefore, direct that the termination of Shri Suresh is 
declared to be null and void and the Railway to pay him 
full wages for the period from 26-9-82 to 2-11-83 along with 
bonus, if due, and leave encashment if otherwise due and 
all other consequential benefits as if Shri Suresh was on 
continuous duly including the period from 26-9-82 to 2-11-83. 
The amount becoming due on account of the directions given 
in this award shall be paid lo Slrri Suresh within 3 months 
from ihc d.rte this award becomes effective. So far as 
demand no. 2 is concerned as the Railway has paid the 
amount, the same is not pressd and it is dismissed. The 
Railway to pay costs of Rs, 150 (Rs. One hundred fifty only) 
to the union.

By Order No. L-12012/109/82-0.11^), dated the 25Lh 
August, 1983, the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Labour has, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) 
of sub-section til of Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, J947, referred the following dispute for adjudication to 
this Tribunal: 

‘'Whether the action of the management of State Bank 
of India, Patna in relation to their Main Branch, 
Putna in not confirming Shri Surendra Mishra, 
Watchman in service with effect from 3rd February, 
1970 i.e. After completion of 9 months’ service is 
justified ? If not. .u vlnri relic! is the concerned 
workman entitled ?" 

2. The case of the management of State Bank of India, 
Patna as disclosed in the written s'atertent submitted, details 
apart is as follows : 

3, The concerned workman, Sri Surendra Mishra was ap 
pointed as a temporary Godovvn Watchman at Patna Mum 
Branch on 3-3-69 and was posted at the godown of M/s. 
Paper Hoard Industries situated at Industrial Estate, Patna. 
On several occasions it was observed by the Inspecting Offi¬ 
cials of the Branch that he did not remain on duty and was 
found absent without permission and when asked verbally, 
he failed to give any valid reason for his unauthorised absence 
on 20-1-71. He was called upon to explain about bis ie- 
ported absence; be was also directed to see that stocks were 
not removed without prior payment by the Borrower ttamelv 
M/s. Paper Board Industries. Despite the worning it was found 
on 23-8-71 by the Field Officer of Patna Main Branch that 
the pledged goods worth a considerable amount were remov¬ 
ed front the godown of the borrower. He was asked to ex¬ 
plain about the unauthorised removal of pledged goods by 
the borrower, that is, M/s Paper Board Industries. His reply 
was evasive and not convincing, Since he was considered 
highly irresponsible in the matter of discharge of duties as 
a workman, his services were terminated w.e.f. 11-10-71. He 
was a temporary Godown Watchman and continued to be 
so when his services were terminated. Being aggrieved by the 
order of termination he raised an industrial dispute and the 
appropriate government referred the dispute for adjudication 
by Central Government Industrial Tribunal No. 3, Dhanbad. 
The reference was registered as 'Reference Case No. 3 of 
1972 in the said Tribunal. Tt wars held by the said Industrial 
Tribunal that Ihe termination of services of Sri Mishra w c.f. 
11-10-71 wax not proper and that the action of the Bank in 
doing so was not justified It was also held bv the Tribunal 
(huff since Bank could not prove that he was guilty of moral 
terpitude, he was entitled to tret reinstatement in service with 
hack wages. In terms of the Award the Bank reinstated 
him as a temporary Watchman after givinsr full back wages 
and since ilu-n he has been wot kill" a*' a temnorarv God-‘wn 
Watchman at pain.. Main Branch nf Ihe Bank kiaordiim to 
the established procedure followed in the Bank the temporalv 


employees eligible ku absoi plio/i in permanent servicp are 
required to appear lor interview before proper authonucs with 
a view o assessing their cligibilily/suitahility of being absorb¬ 
ed in permanent cadre. Circular No. 144 of 1 977 dated 9-12-77 
of the Bank is a pointer in this matter. Sri Mishra was asked 
to appear in the interview on 4-3-78 tor assessing ol his eligi¬ 
bility /suilabilly for absorpton in permanent cadie, but lor 
reasons best known to him, he did not appear in the interview. 
He relied upon certain observations made in the uwurd of 
the Presiding Officer of Central Govemmeni Industrial Tri¬ 
bunal No. 3, Dhanbad and asserted that in terms of the 
award, lie lor all intents and purposes was a permanent 
employee and that he should be confirmed in his appoint¬ 
ment with retiospective effect. The assertion of Sri Mishia 
is misconcieved and without any basis os the award rendered 
could not have given such a finding in view of the terms of 
Reference. He submitted a representation on 2-3-78 for mak¬ 
ing him permanent w.e f. 3-2-70. He did not appear at Ihe 
interview held on 4-3-78 and as such his representation was 
turned down. He filed a Writ Petition in Hon’ble Patna High 
Court for directing the Bank to treat him as a permanent 
employee and for a further direction to the Bank not to 
insist on appearing at any interview foi his permanent absorp¬ 
tion. The Writ Petition was registered as C.W..T.C. No. ,3497 
of 1979, but as the same was going to be dismissed by the 
Hon’ble Court, he had withdrawn it. He is still continuing 
as a temporary employee and cannot be made permanent 
unless the established procedure of the Bank is followed by 
him for his permanent absorption. 

4. The case of the concerned workman, as appearing from 
the written statement submitted, by the General Secretary 
of the sponsoring union, that is, State Bank of India Emp¬ 
loyees’ UCion (Bihar Sate), Patna, shorn of details, is as 
follows : 

3. The State Hank of India, Patna Main Branch appointed 
Sri Surendra Mishra as temporary Watchman though the post 
was of permanent ii.i'mc on M-.'i ',9. In view of the S.Atiy 
Award which slit] governs the service condition of the Bank 
Employees of India, the concerned workman cannot be treat¬ 
ed as temporary; his status is that of a probationer. He does 
not fit in even under the definition of temporary employee as 
given in the Desai Award. Bank's Circular No, 247 of 1966 
lays down the guidelines with regard to absorption of tem¬ 
porary subordinate employees in permanent employment of 
Ihe Bank. Temporary Subordinate Cadre Employees who 
had continued in temporary employment for periods aggre¬ 
gating to nine months or more were to be offered permanent 
appointment straightway. In pursuance of this policy the 
Bank in J969 and 1970 and thereafter also confirmed the 
aforesaid class of employees straiyhlwny in permanent service 
without subjecting them to any written test/viva-voce, The 
Bank however did not follow the same procedure in the case 
of the concerned workman. The Bank kept him temporary 
allhough the post and the nature of duties attached with the 
post ot Watchman was of peimanent nature. He continued 
his service uninterruptedly till 11-10-71 when oil of a sudden 
his services were terminated illegally. Upon a Reference 
by the Central Government, the Central Government Indus¬ 
trial Tribunal No. 3, Dhanbad rendered an award directing 
the Bank to reinstate him in service with back wagw and 
continuity of service. The Bank reinstated him on 5-8-77 
with back wages and continuity of service, but implemented 
the award in part as they treated him again ax a temporary 
band. The Tribunl held in the award that the concerned 
workmn should have been made permanent after nine month’s 
of service from the date of his initial appointment and that 
he was a permanent employee of the Bank for all in'enls and 
pm poses though (he Bank authorities kept him in temporary 
roll arbitrarily and unjustifiedly. The award of the Tribunal 
bears out this position. The concerned workman requested 
the Bank to absorp him in a permanent capacity with retros¬ 
pective effect after his reinstatement in service. The Bank 
did not however give reply to his letter. On 28-1-78 the 
Bank by its letter marked CM/B No. 92 dated 14-1-78 in¬ 
formed him that an exclusive interview for Subordinate Tem¬ 
porary Staff would be held and the question of continuing 
his temporary service or eventual absorption in permanent 
service would depend upon bis being found suitable in the 
said interview. He replied to (he Bank on 2-3-78 staling that 
Ins rase Mood on a differenl footin'* and dial lie was to be 
nbsoihed in peimrmenl cadre ivfrouvcIiveK and not Pros¬ 
pectively. The Bank did not give any reply to his letter, 
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'1 licrcuTier lie wrote a spate of letters to the I!,nil, dated 
4-11-77, 2/3-3-78, 3-4-78, 15-2-77, 7-3-80 ;md 8-6-81 re¬ 

questing them to advise him the precise reasons for which it 
was considcied essential by the Hank to take his interview 
and judge his suitability or otherwise for his eventual absorp¬ 
tion in permanent service or for continuing his temporary 
service. The Hank did not, however, give any reply to all 
these letters. Sri R. X. Prasad, an officer who represented thy 
Bank before Tribunal No. 3 informed the Chief 'Regional 
Manage!, Patna by his letter dated 12-3-81 that in confirmity 
with the judgement of Central Government Industrial Tri¬ 
bunal No. 3 and in all laimess Sri Mislira he confirmed in 
his present appointment with retrospective effect. The Bank 
ignored his recommendation. It is alleged that the Bank by 
its illegal action have been depriving the concerned workman 
of his Provident Fund, seniority in service, promotion to cle¬ 
rical cadre etc. Since all the letters of the concerned workman 
and the demand of the union were of no avail, the union 
raised tin Industrial Dispute before the A.L.C. (C), Pa'na. 
The Chief Regional Manager, Patna adopted a needlessly 
rigid posture add has been dragging the poor workman from 
Court to Court. It was contended by the Chief Regional 
Manager that the view of Tribunal No. 3 with regard to the 
permanent status of the concerned workman and that he 
should have been absoibcd in permanent cadre were only 
observation. The conciliation proceeding ended in a failure 
because of the inflexible stand of the Bank and the appro¬ 
priate government was pleased to refer the present dispute 
for adjudication by this Tribunal. 

Tn the context of these facts and circumstances the sponsor¬ 
ing union has prayed that Sri Snremlra Mishra, Watchman 
be confirmed in permanent service w.e.f. 3-2-70 and (hat he 
is entitled to get all benefits of Provident Fund, seniority of 
service and promo!inn to clerical cadre. 

6 . In rejoinder to the written statement of the sponsoring 
union the management of State Hank of India. Patna has 
coni ended that Ihe implications of Circular No. 247 of 1966 
have been misconceived by the union. The management has 
also asserted that the nature of duties attached to the post 
of Watchman is not of permanent nature. It has been urged 
that the Award rendered by the Central Government Indus¬ 
trial Tribunal No. 3, Dhanbad has not been properly appre¬ 
ciated by the union. Hence the concerned workman, by not 
appealing in interview, has denied himself the benefits of 
Provident Fund, seniority of service and promotion to clerical 
cadre. It was not considered necessary for the Bank to make 
anv communication with the workman over the interpretation 
of the award of Trihunul No. 3. 

7. In rejoinder to the written statement of the management 
of the Stale Bank of India the sponsoring union has asserted 
that the management of the Bank made false allegations 
against the concerned workman regarding removal of stocks 
to cover up the fault of Bank Officials, Central Government 
Industrial Tribunal No. 3, Dhanbad has held that if there 
had been any unauthorised removal of stocks by the owner 
of the factory, it cannot he said that it was done at the 
instance or connivance of the concerned workman. The Tri¬ 
bunal has further held that the concerned workman was not 
guilty of the charge complained of and set aside the order 
of termination of his service. The sponsoring union has stuck 
to the view that the award rendered by Tribunal No. 3 has 
been properly interpreted bv it and that the concerned work¬ 
man was never intimated that his representations have been 
turned down by the management. 

8 . The management, in order to prove its case, has exa¬ 
mined 2 witnesses viz. MW-1 Sri Mahendia Narain Chow- 
dluiry and MW-2 Sri P. K. Sarkar and laid in evidence a 
mass of documents which have been marked as ExtN. M-l 
to M-10 The sponsoring union has examined as many as 
8 witnesses, viz. WW-1 Ram Ekhal Shaw. WW-2 Shyambihari 
Si.neh. \VW-3 Jamuna Prasad Yadav, WW-4 Krishna Kumar 
Rniak, WW-5 T. P Sineh, WW-6 Rabun Sharma, WW-7 
Saligram Sharma and WW-S Surcndra Mishra. the concerned 
workman and laid in evidence plethora of documents which 
has been marked Exts. W-l to W-24. 

9 The case of the sponsoring union is that Sri Surendrn 
Mishra the concerned workman, was appointed as Tcmpoiarv 
WaiChman on 13-5-69 by (he State Bank of India Pa'na 
Main Branch. The management of the State Bonk of India. 


in its nntU'n statement, has staled that lie was appointed as 
a temporaly Godown Watchman at Patna Main Bianch on 
3-5-69 I he le'lcr of bis appointment Ext. M-l discloses that 
he was appointed as a temporary Watchman by the State Bank 
of India, Patna Main Branch on 13-5-69. This being so, 
the statement of the management that he xvas appointed on 
3-5-69 is fraught with inaccurracy. Hence it is concluded that 
he was appointed as temporary Watchman by the State Bank 
of India, Patna Main Branch on 13-5-69. 

10. The letter of appointment Ext. M-l further discloses 
that tie was appointed for a period of one month from 13-5-69. 
There is no dispute that the period of his employment was 
extended hy (he Bank. Admittedly his services were termi¬ 
nated by the Bank w.e.f, 11-10-71 (E.xt. M-4). The manage¬ 
ment has taken plea that the concerned workman committed 
dereliction of duty by his failure to explain satisfactorily un- 
aulhoiiscd removal of pledged goods hy the boirower viz. 
M/s. Paper Board Industries and he having behaved in a 
highly irresponsible manner in the discharge of his duties as 
a Watchman, his services were terminated w.e.f. 11-10-71. This 
plea of the management has been hotly disputed and denied 
by (he sponsoring union. 

II appears that over this termination of service an industrial 
dispute was raised by the sponsoring union and that was 
heard and adjudicated upon by the Central Government 
Industrial Tribunal No. 3, Dhanbad. The learned Tribunal 
considered at length the propriety of the order of termination 
of services of the concerned workman and came to a finding 
of fact that the management could not prove the fact of derelic¬ 
tion of duties by him and of his having behaved in a highly 
irresponsible manner in respect of the pledged goods of the 
borrower. The learned Tribunal also, upon consideration of 
materials on record, held (bat (he termination of the services 
of the concerned workman w.e.f. 11-10-71 was not at nil 
proper and the aclion or the Bank in doinp so was not 
justified. The learned Tribunal directed bis reinstatement in 
service with full back wages (Ext. M-5 = Ext. W-D. Admittedly 
(he management of Bank has reinstated the concerned work¬ 
man in service as per Award of the Tribunal. Since the 
award of the Ttibunnl has not been assailed bv the manage¬ 
ment in and other higher forum, the findings of fact 
of the Tribunal shall be considered (o be conclusive in the 
matter of alleged dereliction of duties and irresponsible, be¬ 
haviour of the concerned workman. Accordingly the plea 
of the manaccmcnt that the concerned workman commjfled 
dereliction of duty and behaved in a highlv irresponsible 
manner is not sustainable and must perforce founder on the 
ground as it is hit by (he principles of resjtldicata. 

11. The case of the sponsoring union is that the concerned 
workman was appointed as temporary Watchman though the 
post was of permanent nature. This has been disputed by 
the manavemrnf. 

Sri G. K. Verma, General Secretary of the sponsoring union 
has submitted before me that the provisions of Saslry Aiverd 
and Desai Award and the evidence on record will amply 
bears out the position that the concerned workman was ap¬ 
pointed ns a temporary Watchman against (he post which was 
of permanent nature. 

12. Sri Anil Kumar, authorised representative of the man¬ 
agement has contended that the pica of the sponsoring union 
that the cocerned workman wots appointed as a temporary 
Watchman against post of permanent nature is hit by the 
principles of constructive resjtldicata as this plea could have 
been taken in the earlier industrial dispute between the spon¬ 
soring union and the management, that is in Reference Case 
No. 3 of 1972 which was heard and adjudicated upon by the 
Central Government Industrial Tribunal No. 3 at Dhanbad. 

13. Paragraph 508(C) of Sastry Award runs as follows; 

Temporary employee means an employee who has been 
appointed tor a limited period fur work which is 
of essentially temporary nature or who is employed 
temporarily as an additional employee in connection 
with a temporary increase in work of a permanent 
nature. 
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lempoiaiy employee will mean an employee who has 
been appointed for a limited period tor work which 
is oi essentially temporary nature or who is employed 
temporarily as an additional employee in connection 
with ternpoiary increase in work of a permanent 
nature and includes an employee other than a per- 
moment employee who is appointed in a temporary 
vacancy of permanent workman. 

13. It appears from evidence that upon termination of 
services of the concerned workman, Sri Krishna Rajak was 
appointed in his place and lie was confirmed in service w.e f. 
9-8-74 (Ext. W-21). The concerned workman has also slated 
in his evidence that he was appointed against a permanent 
post. 

Jt is necessary to consider the letter of appointment of the 
concerned workman once again in order to decide the issue in 
controversy. The letter of appoinlment of the concerned 
workman discloses that lie was appointed as a temporary 
Watchman for a period of one month from 13-5-69, There 
is nothing in this letter of appointment that he wits appointed 
against a port of permanent nature. The definition of tem¬ 
porary employee as given in the Saatry Award and Desai 
Award does not appear to lend sustenance to tho plea that, 
the concerned workman was appointed against a permanent 
post because temporary employee may be appointed for a 
limited period for work which is of essentially temporary 
nature. The fact of Sri Rajak being appointed in place of 
the concerned workman after the latter's termination of ser¬ 
vice and of Rajak’s subsequent confirmation are not consi¬ 
dered to be a pointer to hold that the concerned workman 
was appointed against a permanent post, for Rajak might 
hove been confirmed in service in due course according to 
rules although his appointment was as a temporary Watchman. 

14. The question whether the concerned workman was ap- 
noin'ed against a permanent post or not foil for consideration 
by the learned Central Government Industrial Tribunal No, 
3, Dhnnbud. The Tribunal held as follows; 

‘‘It is not disputed that Sri Mishrn was a temporary hand 
and was appointed temporarily, There is nothing On 
record to show that he was appointed against a per¬ 
manent vacancy and was working in temporary 
capacity." 

15. This finding of feet has remained undisturbed and this 
being the position, I hold that (here is substantial force in 
the contention of Sri Anil Kumar that the plea of the spon¬ 
soring union that the concerned workman was appointed 
against a permanent po t is hit by (he principles of resjudi- 
cata. Thus the position is reached that the concerned was 
appointed as a temporary Watchman by the State Bank of 
India, Patna Main Bianch on 13-5-1969. 

16. It appears from evidence that he got two annual incre¬ 
ments before his services were terminated by the management 
on 111 0-71. It is also in evidence that he hits been getting 
normal annual increments after his reinstatement in service 
by the order of the Tribunal. 

17. Hie present controversy centres round (he confirmation 
of the concerned workman in service. It is the case of the 
sponsoring union that as per Bank’s Circular No. 247 of 
1966 which lays down the guidelines with regard to absorp¬ 
tion of temporary subordinate employees in permanent emp¬ 
loyment of (he Bank, the concerted workman is,entitled to 
be confirmed in service w.e.f. 3-2-70 that is after n period 
of nine months from the date of his appointment. It is the 
contention of the management tha' according to the establish¬ 
ed procedure followed in the Bank temporary employees 
eligible for absorption in permanent service arc to appear 
in interview before proper authorities for assessing tvs 
eligibility /suitability and that Bank’s Circular No. 144 
o F 1977 dated 9-12-77 is a guideline in ibis (Erection, Tt is 
the further case nf thr Bonk Ibat Sri Mbbra was directed to 
mpenr in 1 lie interview nn 4-3-7R fur assessing of h : s eligi¬ 
bility/sli lability. but be having not appeared, the c,re of his 


confirmation dues not ante, ft hits been cunfeudid by the 
sponsoring union that ihc concerned workman is not required 
to appear in any interview ten his confirmation m service as 

per rules. 

J8. the management has taken the pica that as per estab¬ 
lish procedure temporary employees are required to ap¬ 
pear in interview lor continuation in service. Not a whit of 
taper, except the circular in question, has been filed by the 
management to bolster up this position. MW-2 Sri P. K. 
Sarkar now holding the post of Regional Manuger-lV, Re¬ 
gional Office, Patna has stated that to the best of his know¬ 
ledge the Bank has got established procedure to take inlet- 
view of workmen in temporary subordinate cadre for absorb¬ 
ing them in permanent subordinate cadre. No recorded pro¬ 
cedure supportive of this .position has been placed beiore me 
save and except the circular the import of which I will pre¬ 
sently discuss. On the other hand, the witnesses of the spon¬ 
soring union, most of whom are workmen of the Bank, have 
stated that they arc not aware of any such established proce¬ 
dure. 

19. It appears that Circular No. 144 of 1977 dated 9-12-77 
is one of the sheet anchors of the management’s case that the 
temporary employees of subordinate cadre are required to 
appear in interview far confirmation in service on subordi¬ 
nate cadre. This Circular refers to Circular No. 27 of 1977 
which has not been produced or p’aced before me by the 
management. Any way, an excerpt from the Circular is glean¬ 
ed herein below : 

With reference to our Circular Per No, 27 of 1977 
with a view' to considering permanent absorption of 
temporary subordinate employees who hove put in 
a minimum of 240 days’ service in 12 calendar 
month is in the Bank (not in one calendar year) and 
are protected under the Industrial Disputes Act, It 
has been decided to hold their interviews in near 
future. Please, therefore, obtain necessary applica¬ 
tions fas per the Anncxure A) from all temporary 
eligible employees (working against permannt as well 
as leave vacancy) in the subordinate cadre 
(i.e. guards, watchmen, messengers, w'ater boys, 
cash collies, faresh, etc.) employed a 
your Branch or Sub-Officels), if any, under your con¬ 
trol, and forward the same, duly verified by you to 
the Personnel Department at this Office so as to reach 
them latest by the 16th .Tanuary 1978, For this pur¬ 
pose, only such protected temporary employees who 
are still in service or whose cervices were terminated 
on or after 1-1-1975 will be considered for absorption 
in the permanent cadre. Accordingly, applications 
f rom employees whoses services were terminated 
before 1-1-1975 need not be obtained. 

Thus it is evident front this Circular that it is applicable to 
those temporary subordinate employees who have put in a 
minimum of 240 days’ service in li? calendar mon'hs in the 
Bank (not in one calendar year) and are protected under the 
Industrial Disputes Act. Rule 61 of the Industrial Disputes 
(Central) Rules. 1957 envisages that 1 every registered trade 
union connected with nn industrial establishment tn which 
the Act applies, shall communicate to the employer before 
the 30th of April every year the names and addresses of such 
officers of the union who are employed in the establishment 
and who, in the opinion ofthe union should be recognised 
as 'protected workman’. There is no evidence on record that 
the concerned workman is a prolected workman within the 
meaning of Fide 61 of Industrial Disputes (Cen'rtil) Rules. 
1957. That being so, this circular hns got no manner of 
application in so far as S'i Mishra is concerned. 

20. The management has relied on another Circular No. 527 
of 1969 dated 8-11-69 (Pxt. AT-10) styled Stuff—‘Miscellaneous. 
Temporary Godown-keepers and Godowp Watchmen. Pnra- 
crenh-1 fb) relaties to <enmorary Gooowrt-keeper, ;,*nd if en¬ 
visage! that temporary Oodownkeeoer. who had Comple'ed 
less than one year’s service as on 1-4-69 will be given opnov- 
tlinitv to anrenr at written tests rind Overviews along with 
oulside candida'cs. at the time of tillinrr nn-mnnent vaconc’es 
of Gadou n-kef*pers nffi’r the nanci mentioned >n paragraph 
(Dili) ahnve is exhusted Where, however, a temnornrv 
Godown-kcener has appointed throuiih written tests and tn*e r - 
vjew, he will not be required to appear at a further leg'' 1 . 
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Pmugiaph (pi umlci the heading ‘Givdown Watchman' cn 
visages ttval in so far as [tie employees in ihjs category are 
concerned, (he same procedure would npplv as for [empoiury 
godownkeepers except tlvit a writlen lesL would noi be 
necessary. 


21. The concerned u oilman has staled in his testimony 
that in May 1969 he was appointed as temporary God own 
Watchman in the Main Branch of the State Bank of Ind,«. 
Patna, after interview and that interivew was held in the 
month of April ‘69 and that Sri Subodh Thakur interviewed 
him along with Yamuna Yadov, Chunilal and others for the 
post of temporary Godown Watchman. WW-3 Yaniuna Prasad 
Yadav has given firm support in his destimony to the State¬ 
ment of the concerned workman. He has stated that he was 
appointed in the temporary subordinate cadre of the Bank 
on 1-5-69 after interview and that Sri Subodh Thakur, the 
then Acting Agent of the Bank, since the regular Agent of 
the Bank was on leave, interviewed him and that Sri Surcndm, 
Mislira and Chunilal were the other two candidates who ap¬ 
peared in the interview along with him. The testimony of the 
concerned workman and his co-worker Sri Yamuna Prasad 
Yadav has not been wiltled dowm in cross-examination even 
a whit. This being so, 1 come to the conclusion that the 
concerned workman along with Sri Yamuna Prasad Yadav 
and Chunilal were interviewed by Sri Subodh Thakur, 
Acting Agent of the Bank before they were appointed in the 
post of temporary employee on subordinate cadie. 


22, It transpires from evidence that the Godown Watchman 
works under Godownkeepcr. The concerned workman has 
stated that Godownkeeper was his immediate supervisor, 
Bank's Circulars No. 527 of 1969 (Ext. M-101 envisages the 
claim for absorption of emporarv Godownkeepers in per¬ 
manent cadre and lays down that in case of Godown Watch¬ 
man the same procedure would apply as for temporary Go¬ 
downkeepers except that written test would not be necessary. 
This Circulur was published in respect of category of Godown- 
keepers and Godown Watchmen who had completed one 
year’s service on 1-4-69, The circular envisaged mutatis- 
mutandis that where a temporary Godown Watchman was 
appointed through interview, he would not be requiied 
to appear at a further interview for absorption in permanent 
cadre. The concerned workman was appointed as tenipofTlry 
Watchman. The evidence on record discloses that at the time 
of his appointment he was interviewed by the acting Branch 
Manager of the Bank. That being so, even in consideration 
of this Circular Ext, M-10. he is not required to nppenr in 
any further interview. 

23. The sponsoring union has relied upon a Circular issued 
by the Bank bearing No. 247 of 1966 dated 22-8-66. (Ext. 
W-13). The first part of the circular envisages Hint temporary 
subordinate employees who have put in more than nine 
months aggregate service in the Bank and who are considered 
suitable, should be offer red permanent appointment in the 
Bank, As and when vacancies arise in different Branches the 
candidates in the list submitted bv the Agent will be offerred 
appointment straightway. That, this Circular does not envisage 
confirmation in service of temporary employee on subordinate 
cadre by interview, Presumably, in order to dilute the effect 
of the circular, MW-2 Sri P. K. Singh stated that as far ns 
he remembers the concept of employing Godown-Waichmnn 
came into existence during the year 1967-68. The falsity of 
his statement is borne out from the evidence on record. Ext. 
W-19 is the letter of appointment of Sri Syambihari Singh 
as temporary Godown Chowkldur. This letter is dated 18-1-64. 
Sri Shynmbihari Singh figuring as WW-2 has stated that be 
was appointed ns temporary Godown Watchman of State Bank 
of India on 18-1-64 and that Nathuni Snheb who was then 
Branch Manager interviewed him and thercafier he was un¬ 
pointed as temporary Godown Watchman. WW-5 Sri T. I 1 . 
Stngh is now workinn as Officiating Head Clerk Fit Judge's 
Court Branch of State Bank of India. Patna, be has state.! 1 
that he was appointed as temporary Godown Watchman of 
the State Bank of India at Industrial Estate Pay Office under 
Patna Main Branch of State Bank of Tndia on 11-8-64 and 
that in April. 1965 he was confirmed in the post of Godown 
Watchman w.e f. April. 1965. He lian further stated that no' 
interview was held white he was confirmed in the post and 
that at the time of his appointment as Temporary Godown 
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Watchman the management foimalty interviewed him, lhtis 
it is obvious from evidence tha: the concept of employing 
Godown Waichmun was very much in the field during [lie 
year 1967-68. 


24. Fiom the Circulars of the Bunk discussed herein above, 
it is evident that no further interview is necessary for tempo¬ 
rary Godown Watchman at the time of confirmation in 
service provided interview was held at the time of their ap¬ 
pointment. The evidence of the witnesses for the sponsoring 
union also buttercsses this position. WW-J Sri Ram Ekbal 
Shaw has stated that he was appointed as temporary Godown 
Watchman at Industrial Estate Ofilce of the main branch 
of the State Bank of India after interview and that he was 
confirmed in his service as permanent Watchman and he was 
not required to appear before being permanent. WW-2 Sri 
Shyambihari Singh, WW-3 Sri Yamuna Prasad Yadov, WW-4 
Sri Krishna Kumar Rajak and WW-5 Sri T.P. Singh, nil emp¬ 
loyees of the State Bank of India, Patna have stated emphe- 
tically that they were appointed as (emporarv Godown 
Watchmen on subordinate cadre after interview and that at 
the time of their confirmation in service no interview was 
held or required. The concerned workman has figured as 
WW-8; he has staled that he was appointed as temporary 
Godown Watchman of the Bank after interview and that Sri 
Subodh Thakur fading Manager of the Hrnnch) interviewed 
him. Hence, 1 came to the inescapable conclusion that no 
interview is required for confirmation of the concerned work¬ 
man in service on subordinate cadre. 

25. It appears that the concerned workman made consistent 
demand for his confirmation in service bv a series of letters 
dated 4-11-77 (Ext. W-2) and 11-3-78 (Ext. W-31. Bui the 
Bank informed him to appear in interview' by letter dated 
14-1-78 (Ext. W-15). The. concerned workman replied to the 
Bank stating that the question of interview did hot arise in 
his case (Ext. W-4, W-5 and W-6). The union also pressed 
the case of the concerned workman with the management 
Exts. W-9 and WTO. But the management did not yield 
and consequently the present industrial dispute has arisen. 

26. From my discussion above it is evident that the con¬ 
cerned workman is entitled to he confimed in service on sub¬ 
ordinate cadre. The learned Central Government Industrial 
Tribunal No. 3, Dhanbad has also held that “for (to) all in¬ 
tents and purposes the concerned workman was a permanent 
employee”. 

As per Bank’s Circular No. 247 of 1966 dated 22-8 1966 
(Ext. W-3) the concerned workman is entitled to be confirmed 
in service on subordinate cadre after completion of nine 
months service. He was appointed as a emporary Godown 
Wachman on subordinate cadre on 13-5-69. He completed 
nine months service on 12-2-70, This being so, he is entitled 
to he confirmed in service on subordinate endre w.e.f. 13-2-7(1 
and not from 3-2-70. He is also entiled to get the other 
consequential benefits resulting from his confirmation in ser¬ 
vice w.e.f. 13-2-70. 

The evidence on record also discloses that the Bank has 
given retrospective effect of confirmation in service (Fxts. 
W-10. W-20 and W-211, There is no reason why the Bank 
xvould make a departure from that position in the present 
case. 


27. Accordingly the following award is rendered—The 
action of the management of State Bank of Tndia. Patna 
in relation to their Main Branch Patnn in not confirmin' 
Sri Surendrn Mishra, Watchman in service is not iustlfled. 
The concerned workman is entitled to be confirmed In service 
w.e.f. 13-2-70 nnd not from 3-2-70 after completion of nine 
months’ service. He is also entitled to other benefits resulting 
from his confirmation in service with effect from 13-2-70. 

In the circumstances of the case T award no costs.

AWARD 

This peiition of complaint, preferred by B K. Singh Is direc¬ 
ted against the Opp. Parties, namely (1) General Manager, 
Bhowra Area No. XI of M/s. B.C.C. Ltd, PO Bhowra, Dist. 
Dhanbad and (2) Agent, Bhowra (North) O.C.P., P.O, Bhowra 
Dist. Dhanbad. for contravention of provisions of Section 33 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. 

2. The case of the petitioner—complaint is that he had 
been working as Drill Operator prior to 22-8-84. He has been 
working as Asst. Foreman at Parsiabad O.C.P. under Bhowra 
(North) O.C.P.. of M/s. BCC Ltd-, since 22-8-84 He raised 
an industrial dispute through his union for being regularised 
as Asst. Foreman and placed in supervisory Grade ‘C’ on the 
basis of his working continunously for more than three years 
m the said post and to the entire satisfaction of the manage¬ 
ment. The said industrial dispute being Reference No. 44 
of 1988 has teen pending in Central Government Industrial 
Tribual No. 1. Dhanbad. The management has altered mnt'er 
connected with fire dispute to the prejudice of the petitioner- 
complainant and the condition of his service has been disburs¬ 
ed. He has been working as Asst. Foreman for about the last 
four years rr ntinuously. hut the Ooo. Parties bv their letter 
dated 22-4-B8 made Annexure-I has asked to work ns Drill 
Operator instead of his continuance as Asst. Foreman. This 
order rf the Osp. Parties has direct impact on the terms of 
-eference as stated in the schedule t 0 tb e order of reference 
which'has be«a made Annexure-fi. the Opp. Parties have 
been compelling him to obey the said unlawful -and •urimstified 
'•'•der and on Ms refusal fo oblige them, they stopped him 
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from work as Asst. Foreman from 1-5-88. During the course 
at conciliation ptoceeding as well, the said Opp Parlies direc¬ 
ted him to work as Drill Operator instead of as Asst. Fore¬ 
man, but at the intervention of the Asstt. Labour Commis¬ 
sioner (C) they maintained status que. Ii has been submitted 
that the action of the Opp. Parties is a contravention of pro¬ 
visions or Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act and hence 
this petition of complaint. 

3. The Opp. Parties have contested the matter. They con¬ 
tended that the petition is not legally maintainable. The 
complainant holds substantive post of Drill Operator in Exca¬ 
vation Group ‘C and has been getting the. wages of Group 
•C’ which is higher than th e wages of Supervisory Grade ‘C‘. 
There has been no change in substantive post or salary and 
hence there can be no violation of condition of service by 
directing him to carry out his normal job in substantive post. 
He was given authorisation to work as Asst. Foreman 
(Mechanical) which post carries the emoluments of supervi¬ 
sory Grade ‘C\ He was not appointed as probationer to fill 
up permanent vacancy by the competent authority and so 
he has not been regularised in the substantive post erf Asst. 
Foreman <Mechanical). He has no right to refuse to carry on 
work in substantive post of Drill Operator. The Opp, Parties 
were compelled to allow him temporarily to work as Asst. 
Foreman in view of the pressure Lom the union, the status 
que order of A.L.C. (C) and the present proceeding against 
the norms fixed by the management. He cannot demand 
for his regularisation in an irregular and illegal manner. 

i In rejoinder the Opp. Parties have denied that the com¬ 
plainant has been continuously working as Asst. Foreman for 
the last three years. They have also denied that by directing 
the complainant to carry on his substantive job and to stop 
him from continuing his temporary cost tantamount to 
change in condition of service. 

5. In reioindei to the written statement of the Opp. Parlies 
the complainant has stated that the Opp. Paries had made 
misleading and evasive statement in its written statement. 
The authorisation was issued by the Opp. Parties to- carry on 
job of Asst. Foreman against permanent vacancy. The autho¬ 
risation was never issued temporarily nor has th e same been 
cancelled or superseded. It has been denied that the union 
has put anv pressure on the Opp. Parties; it has been asserted 
fh.u the A.L C. (C) has acted tightly in directing the Opp. 
Parlies to maintain status quo. 

6. Tire complainant has examined himself and relied on the 
Annexure submitted along with the petition of complaint to 
prove h ! s case. The Opp, Parties have not examined any 
witness nor have they filed any document in support of their 
case. 

7 Sri B Joshi, learned Advocate for the management has 
rontended tha; the petition of complaint is not legally main¬ 
tainable since the complainant Is l.'h a ‘workman’ within 
the meaning of Section 2(s) of the Industrial Dilutes Act and 
so his petition under Section 33-A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act shoal-.l be dismissed. He has further contended (hat the 
ser ice condition of the complainant Ins not been jhangd and 
so the provision? of Section 33-A is not attracted in the 
present ca<e. 

8. Sri B. B. Pandey, learned Advocate for the complainant 
has contended that the complainant is a ‘workman’ and so the 
present petition is maintainable. According to him the Opp. 
Parties tried to change the service ccnd«vj,i of she cenirkiiivmt 
bv direuina him to revert to the post of Drill Operator during 
the pendency of the industrial dispute before Central Govern¬ 
ment Vidiwlrial Tribunal No. 1 and this being the position the 
Off Parties are answerable tinier section 33-A of the. Indust- 
i hi Dispute? Act. 

9. Th- complainant has stated In h's testimony that 1:1s 
rermimeinCon is R S . 2200 per month. Me has further stated 
that he has been working as Asst. Foreman and that the Asst. 
Foreman belongs to the category of Supervisory Grade ‘C’ 
and tr.ei lie ha? been performing supervisory Ititics. 

‘Workman’ as defined in Section 2(s) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act does not include anv person who. being employed 
in supervisory capacity, draw's wages exceeding Rs. 1600 per 
mensum That being so. the complainant is not a ‘workman’ 
v.i'Mn the ruean'ng of Section 2(s) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. Complaint can be made by anv employee under Section 
33-A of the Industrial Disputes Act for contravention of pro- 
visons of Section 33 of the sa'd Act during the pendency of 
proceeding before Conciliation Officer. Board. Arbitrator, a 
labour Court, Tribunal or National Tribunal. Section 33 of 
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(lie Industrial Disputes Act puls an embarge on the eifiployet 
during the pendency of any conciliation proceeding before 
Conciliation Officer or Board or of any proceeding before 
Arbitrator or a Labour Court or a Tribunal or National 
Tribunal in respect of an industrial dispute, not to alter, to the 
prejudice of the workman concerned in such dispute, condi¬ 
tion of sendee applicable to them immediately before ilic 
commencement of the such proceeding in regard to any mutter 
connected with the dispute, Thus' it is seen that only a work¬ 
man as contemplated under Section 2(s) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, can make a complaint under Section 33-A ot 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 

10, From the evidence d'seussed above ii is obvious that 
tbe complaint is not a ‘wqrkmun’ within th e meaning of Sec. 
2(s) of the Industrial Disputes Act since he has been working 
in a supervisory capacity and drawing wages more than Rs. 
1600 per month, This being the position, the present posi¬ 
tion filed by him is not maintainable. 

11, Il appears that although the Opp. Parties directed him 
to revert to h : s original substantive post of Prill Operator, 
they have not compelled hint lo join the post. As a matter of 
fact, the complainant has himself admitted that he was allowed 
to join his post of Asst. Foreman by the management on 
13-8-88. It also trnnspiics fiom the evidence of complainant 
that he did not join the post of Drill Operator and remained 
idle from 1-5-88 to 12-8-88. It has remained in explicable 
as io why he remained idle for the period in quesLion. Since 
the Opp. Parties did not insist on his joining the post of Drill 
Operator he is now claiming remuneration for the period 
from 1-5-88 to 12-8-88. This claim cannot be allowed in 
this forum. 

12, Accordingly, the following award is rendered—the 
claim of the petitioner—complainant Sri B. K, Singh that the 
Opp. Parties have contravened the provision of Section 33 
of the Industrial Disputes Act during the pendency of Refe¬ 
rence No, 44 oF 1988 pending before this Tribunal is not 
sustainable. 

In the circumstances of the case, I award no cost.

T he Lasc of the workmen is that the concerned workmen 
liujawan Hunjan was previously working as prop MiStry in 
Cal. IV, He met with an accident in the mine and one medi¬ 
cal ground be was allotted duty of Pan Opcrtor Eat. U in 
the year 1978. The other concerned workmen ohri Kantiai 
Singh was previously working ns Tyndal in Cat. IV. The 
management transterred him due 10 the exigency of work 
m August, 1978 as Pan Operator Cat. if. Both ot them were 
working in Kustore colliery of M/s. B.C.C'.L. After sometime 
the management reduced their wages and were paid wages of 
Cat. 11. Both the concerned workman filed a claim case under 
Section 33C(2) of the l.D. Act before the Central Govern¬ 
ment Labour Court No. 3, Dhanbad and the said case was 
numbered as LC. 54/79, It wus held by the Labour Court 
that the reduction of wages was illegal and the claim of 
the two concerned workmen were allowed. Thereafter the 
union of the concerned workmen raised an industrial dispute 
for their regularisation in Cat. IV. On failure of the concilia¬ 
tion held before the ALC (C), the Qovernmenk referred the 
dispute for adjudication to Central Govt. Industrial Tribunal 
No. 2, Dhanbad and the same was registered ns Ref. No. 99/ 
85. The said reference was decided in favour of the concerned 
workmen. The management being aggrieved with lhe order 
of the Labour Court and the Award passed by Central 
Government Industrial Tribunal No. 2, Dhanbad decided 
and by way of punishment issued a notice under Section 9(A) 
of the l.D. Act against the concerned workmen and trans¬ 
ferred them back to work in their previous job of Tyndal, 
Both the concerned workmen submitted their replies to the 
notice under Section 9(A) of the l.D. Act protesting that 
their transfer to the previous job was illegal and with a view 
to victimise them. On the pretext of section 9A of the l.D. 
Act the management stopped the concerned workmen from 
their work of Pun Operator with died from 2-12-86. The 
action of the management slopping the concerned workmen 
from the work of Fan Operator wus illegal and motivated 
lhe provision of section 9A of the l.D. Act lias been wrongly 
interpreted with a motive to deprive them of the benefits 
of the Award passed in Ref. No. 99 of 1985 by CGIT 
No. 2, Dhanbad. On the above facts it bus been prayed that 
il may be held that tho stoppage of the concerned workmen 
from the job of Fan Operator from 2-12-86 is iilgal and 
amounts to illegal termination of lervicc and as such the 
concerned workmen are fit to be reinstated on the job of 
Fan Operator, with full back wages for the idle period. 

The case of the management is that the concerned workman 
Shri Kenhai Singh was working as Tyndal and was in Cat. IV 
whereas the other concerned workman Shri Bhujawan Harijan 
wus working as Timber Mistry and was in Cat. IV. Both the 
concerned workmen had requested tile management to pro¬ 
vide them light duty expressing their inability to peifonn 
their cat. IV job. The management accepted their request 
and put them on the light doty of Fan Operator In CiM. H 
in good faith and no notice under section 9(A) of the T.D. 
Act was issued to them for changing them from Cat. IV to 
Cat. II. as the management never anticipated on the bad 
faith on the par of the concerned workmen. The concerned 
workman at the instigation of the interested person raised 
an industrial dispute for their placement in Cat. IV which 
was their original category. The said industrial dispute was 
adjudicated by Central Govt. Industrial Tribunal No, 2, 
Dhanbad in Reference No. 99/85 and an Award was passed 
in favour of the concerned workmen. The management im¬ 
plemented the Award. In lhe raid reference the Tribunal had 
accepted the plea of the w-orkman that the concerned work¬ 
man had never applied for light duty and the management 
on its own had tiansletrcd them Irom tho job of Cat. IV 
to the job of Gat. II, The Tribunal also held as no notice 
under rection 9(A) of the l.D. Act was served on the con¬ 
cerned workmen for changing their categories from Cat, fy 
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to Cut. . II adversely effecting tbeii wages without their 
consent or option, the demand of the concerned workmen 
was held to be justified and the concerned woihmen were 
given Cat. IV from the date of tho transfer to the job of 
Cut. II. lhe nianttgcmeul paid difference of wages to the 
concerned workmen in implementation of the Award passed 
at Reference No, 99 of 1985. The management issued notice 
dated 2-9-86 under section 9i.A) of the l.D. Act and reverted 
the concerned workmen on their previous job of Cat. IV. 
After the said notice under beet-ion 9A of the l.D. Act the 
concerned workmen started absenting from their duty without 
permission or authorised leave and hence they weie charge- 
sheet for commission of misconduct of absence without per¬ 
mission. Tlie management has every right to ask lhe work¬ 
man lo cany on the duties attached to the oategoiy to which 
ltd belongs and if a workman is incapable of perfoiming his 
duties and does not carry on duties he cannoj, claim wages 
for the period he has not worked. Whenever any workman 
is incapable of performing higher category duties due lo 
accident, permanent ill health or on medical ground and 
applies to the management for the job of lighter category, 
he is provided with light job subject to availability of vacan¬ 
cies and is given the category fixed for that particular job. 
The concerned workmen alleged that they had not approached 
any officer for light job of Cat. II and were not willing to 
accept Cat. U wages and therefore the management has light 
to put them on their original job of category IV. The manage¬ 
ment cannot show favour to the concerned workmen and give 
them cal, IV wages for performing category II jobs whereas 
workman performing the same job in diffcient shift and 
different mine under similar circumstances ore getting Cat. II 
wages. The Tribunals have ucccpted in principle that when¬ 
ever any workman of higher category wants his regtilnrisation 
on lower category job, he cannot claim the higher category. 
If the management transfers any workman of higher cate¬ 
gory to lower category job without his consent or applica¬ 
tion the management has to pay higher category wages. The 
management cannot be forced not to take higher category 
work from higher category workman, The concerned work¬ 
men were asked to carry on their higher catcgoiy job for 
which they were paid category IV wages and as such they 
are not entitled to any relief. 


The points lor consideration arc fit whelher the action iff 
the management in reverting back the two concerned workmen 
to the post of Tyndul after the Award passed in Ref. No. 99 
of 1985 is justified and (2) whether the concerned workmen 
arc entitled to continue as Fan Operator in Cal. IV. 


The management and the workmen each examined one 
witness in support of their respective case. The documents of 
the workmen are marked Ext. W-l to W-9. No document 
has been exhibited before the Tribunal on behalf of the 
management. 


It is the admitted case of the parties that, the concerned 
workmen Runhui Singh was formerly working as Tyndal ami 
as placed in Cat. IV and that the other concerned workmen 
Shn Bhujawan Hnrijan was working as Timber Mishy and 
was placed in Cat. IV. It is also admitted that both of them 
were transferred as Eon Operator in Cat. IT and that on an 
industiral dispute raised by the concerned workmen Award 
was passed in Reference No. 99 of 1985 in which it was 
held that .the action of the management qf Kastore Colliery 
iff denying regulnrisafion of the two concerned workmen as 
Fan Operator in Cat. TV was not justified and the manage¬ 
ment was directed to regularise them as Fan Operatoi in 
Cat. TV and the management was further directed to pay 
them lhe difference of wages of Cal. It and Cat. IV of the 
period for which they had not been paid the wages of Cat. IV. 
The Award passed in Reference No. 99/85 is Ext. W-2 in (he 
case. Prior to the said reference two concerned workmen had 
filed application under section 33C<2) of the l.D, Act before 
the Central Govt. Labour Court No. 3, Dhanbad and it was 
numbered as LC. 54|79. The order passed In EC. 54)79 
dated 25-5-81 is Ext. WT in the case. The T.ahour Court 
had allowed the difference of wages of Cat. ir and Cat. IV to 
the. concerned workmen. It is also admitted that lhe manage¬ 
ment had paid the difference of wages to the concerned 
workmen in accordance with the order passed in I C 14 of 
1979 and the ..order passed in the Award in Ref, No 99 of 
1985, 


The present dispute was raised after passing of the Award 
in Ref. No. 99 of 1985 dated 18-2-86. Notices under Section 
9A of the l.D. Act weic issued to the concerned workmen 
vide Ext. VV*3, VV-4 dated 2-9-86, Ext. W-3 and W-4 show 
that the management issued notice to the two concerned worv- 
mcn under section 9(A) of the l.D. Act vvith an intention to 
effect the change with regard to the nature of their jobs from 
2-9-86. It has further stated that in view of the cadre scheme 
declared by the C1L lor tho Coal Industry there is no post 
of Fan Operator in Cat. IV and hence tho two concerned 
workmen of Kuslore colliery are reverted back from tho post 
of Fan Operator to work as Tyndal on their original jobs, 
lixts. W-5 and W-6 dated 29-10-86 are the reply of the two 
concerned workmen to the notice tinder section 9(A) ot the 
l.D. Act dated 21-10-86. The reply of the two concerned 
workmen arc in similar language, They stated that in accotd- 
anco with the order passed in Ref. No. 99 of 1985 the con¬ 
cerned workmen were regularised as Fan Operator ija Cut. 
IV and that by the said notice under Section 9(A) of the 
l.D. Act the workmen have been deprived of the advantages 
given to them by the Award. They also slated that the notice 
under Section 9(A) of the l.D. Act was illegal and motivated 
and that, the concerned workmen arc not bound to accept 
tho reversion under Section 9(A) of the l.D. Act.

Order applicable for (he workmen of Kustore Colliery, Ext, 
W-8 and W-9 arc applications sent by the concerned workmen 
Kctnhaj Singh, Bhujawan Harijan to the Agent, Kustore Col¬ 
liery under Regd. cover stating that they received the letter 
dated 25/27-11-86 on 2-12-86 when they weic working in the 
second shift. They havo stated that from that day their attend¬ 
ance was not marked und that the management's order that 
they should report for their duty as Tyndal Mazdoor is ille¬ 
gal. The reason of reverting tho concerned workmen to their 
original job of Cut. IV as stated in the notice under Section 
9(A) of the l.D. Act is that there is no post of Fan Opera'or 
in Cat. IV in the Coal Industry and as such the concerned 
workmen were being reverted back to their old jobs of Cat. 
IV. WW-l Knnhni Singh has slated that the management had 
issued letter after the Award passed in Reference Case No. 99 
of 1985 for giving them Cat. IV and thereafter the manage¬ 
ment gave them letter to go back as Tyndal. He has further 
stated that he protested the action of the management in 
posting the concerned workmen as Tyndal and that when 
they did not join as Tyndal the management stopped their 
work with effect from 2-12-86, There is absolutely no order 
passed by the management slopping the concerned workmen 
with effect from 2-12-86 or front any other dnte. On the 
contrary it appears that the concerned workmen did not join 
as Tyndal in Cat. JV as advised by the management '.o revert 
back and join in their previous job of Cat. IV. In cross- 
examination WW-l has stated that originally ho was appointed 
as Tyndal and was made permanent as Tyndal. He has stated 
that the management had posted him ns Fan Operator against 
his wish and after the passing of the Award the management 
has again posted him as Tyndal which was his original job.

W-7 dnted 
25/27-11-86 the concerned workmen were «d v bed lo report 
for duty as Tvnd.il at K.istoiv Colbeiv. It appears therefore 
that the provision of keel ion OiA) of the ID \n lad been 
compiled w ith l.y the management pi lor to their reversion 
to their original job of Cat, TV. 
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1C cannot be argued that the management has no right to 
transfer its workmen specially when the concerned workmen 
who were originally in the job of Cat. IV were again placed 
to the same job utter some period when they were working 
us Han Operator and were being paid the wages o£ Cat. IV 
although the fun Operators are not entitled to wages of Cut. 
IV. the management has given reason for the transfer in 
the notice under Section 9(A) of the I.D. Act that as there 
is no post of fan Operator of Cat. IV the management was 
revenuig them back to their otiginul job of Cat. IV. The 
gtouping, designation/nomenclature job description of time 
rated workers shows that fun Khttlasi operating fan of 
75 fl.P. and above arc placed in Cat. HI and that there is 
no 1 an Operator in Cat. IV. Thus the reason for transfer- 
ing the concerned workmen to their original job of Cat. IV 
appeals to be In accordance with the job description and 
category ns provided in NCVVA-1. 

In the Industrial Dispute raised in Ref, No. 99/85 the 
question was whether the action of the management of 
Kustore colliery in denyrfig rcgulaiisation as fun Operator in 
Cal. IV to the concerned workman was justified. The Tribu¬ 
nal after discussing the evidence adduced before it decided 
that the concomed workmen were transferred by the manage¬ 
ment from the job of Cat. IV to Fan Operator due to the 
exigency of the work of the management und as such the 
concerned workmen were entitled to the wages of Cat. IV 
even when they were working as Fun Operator which fetches 
wages of lower category. The management complied with the 
order passed in the Award and paid tho difference of wages 
to die concerned workmen and thereafter issued notice unedr 
Section 9(A) of the I.D. Act. proposing to revert the con¬ 
cerned workmen to their original job of Cat. IV as there 
was no job of Cat, IV for the Fan Operators. In view of the 
above 1 am of the opinion that the management was quite 
justified in transferred in the concerned workmen to their 
original job of Cat. IV and the concerned workmen cannot 
ask the management to take work of Fan Operator fetching 
wages of lower category and paying them the wages of higher 
Mucgory IV. The concerned workmen were themselves 
stating that they had been transferred as Fan Operator at 
tho instance of the management and that they had not given 
their consent for the said job and as such the action of the 
management in sending buck the concerned workmen to their 
original job of Cat. IV does not at ell appear to be illcgul 
or unjustified. In tfie above vieiw of the matter 1 hold that the 
action of the management in reverting back the two con¬ 
cerned workmen to the post of Tyndal after the Award pass¬ 
ed in Ref. No. 99 of 1985 is justified. 

Point No. 2 

Tn view of my ibove discussion and finding made in res¬ 
pect of point No. 1, I further hold that the concerned woik- 
men are not entitled to continue as Fan Operator in Cat. IV. 

In the result, I hold that the action of the managerrtfhi 
of Kustore Colliery^ of Kustore Area No. VJII of M/s. BCCL 
in reverting back the concerned workmen S|Shri Bhuiawan 
Harijan and Kanhai Singh to the post of Tyndal after the 
Award in Ref. No. 99 of 1935 is justified und accordingly 
the concerned workmen are entitled to no relief.

Ihe case of the management is that the 3 concerned 
vVorkmen S|Shri Kishore Bhuia, Buldelwa Bhuia and .lauki 
Bhuia were nil miners of Golukdih colliery of M|s. ll.C.C.L. 
They wete individually issued with chargcsliect dated 5 jS-10-S1 
containing allegations of then threatening and assaulting 
superiors and inciting to violence, it was alleged that they 
had organised a mob of about 100 persons armed with lathi 
und stones and they surrounded Shri N. Ahmed, Asslt. 
Colliery Manager oi Golukdih Open Cast Project, manhandl¬ 
ed him and threatened him with elite consequences, The 
date of occurrence was l-lU-81 at about 5.30 P.M. at No. 10 
scum Quarry. On the alleged misconduct they were charged 
under sub-clause (r) and It j of Clause 18 of the Certified 
standing Orders applicable to Golukdih colliery. I lie con¬ 
cerned workman submitted joint reply to the chnrgeshcct 
staling that they were prescnl in the mob and pioLestcd to 
the Asslt. Colliery Manager for carrying on blasting in the 
quarry near the vicinity of their quarte.s on the surface, 
After blasting there were flight of stones damaging roof tops 
and other properties and also injuring the residents. The 
ntob brought to the notice of the Asstt. Colliery Manager 
that be was doing illegal act which would lead to serious 
consequences. The concerned workmen denied the allega¬ 
tion that they had threutended and manhandled the Asstt. 
Colliery Manager and were inciting to violence. A depart¬ 
mental enquiry was conducted by Shri Samir Sinlm, Per¬ 
sonnel Manager in presence of the chargesheeted concerned 
workmen and their representative.

The ease of the workmen is tlu.1 all the three eonceriicd 
woikmeit were permanent employees of BCCL and were 
posted as Miners at Golukdih colliery. Oil 1-10-81 the 
management made illegal blasting in Golukdih open cast 
piojcet causing damage to the labour quarters for which 
affected wo: keis went to complain before the Asstt. Colliery 
Manager of lire Project who was inchargc of blasting job. 
file management with a view to divert the attention of the 
workers issued chnrgeshcel to the three concerned work¬ 
men oil ‘um; got up stores and made a show of enquiry 
with re-determined altitude and illegally dismissed front 
from their services. The union of the workmen made seve 
nil rcpicscntalion before the management to reconsider 
their action and allow duly to the concerned workmen but 
without any effect, Thereafter an industrial dispute was- 
raised before the ALC (C) Dhanbad who took up the 
matter in conciliation. The conciliation ended in failure 
i.'nd thereafter the present reference was made. The action 
of the management in dismissing the concerned workman is 
illegal. On the- above plea it is prayed that the Award be 
passed in favour of the workmen. 

The management had prayed at the vciy outset that die 
fairness or otherwise of the domestic enquiry may be de¬ 
cided first as a preliminary issue in the case so tint if it 
is held that f'e enquiry wav not fair or proper the manage¬ 
ment may get a chuucc to adduce evidence afresh before 
this Tribunal to establish the charge against the concerned 
workman. Their piaycr wus accepted dud the fairness and 
ptopriety of the domestic enquiry was heard first as a 
preliminary issue. By the Order dated 4-12-84 Shri J. N. 
Singh, Presiding Officer, Central Govt. Industrial Tribunal 
No. 3. Dhanhid held that the enquiry was fair and proper 
and that there was no illegality in the enquiry proceeding 
and the case was to be heard on mepil on the materials 
which weic nlteody on the record of the enquiry proceed¬ 
ing. 

The case wus thereafter tiunsferred lo this Tribunal for 
hearing. 

Now the points for decision are : 

(1) Whethei there was sufficient material in the en¬ 
quiry proceeding to hold the 3 concerned Work¬ 
men gpilfy of the charge of misconduct levelled 
against them. 

13) Whether the order of dismissal ot the concerned 
workmuu was too haii'sh and disproportionate to 
the allegations established against them. 

The management had examined S/Sliri N. Ahmed. Asstt. 
( ollicrv Manager of Gopalichak Colliery, Shri B. B, Singh, 
Electrical Supervisor, Chinmoy Mukherjee, Senior Overman 
und Shri S. Kumar, Asstt, Colliery Manager before the en¬ 
quiry officer. Tile concerned workmen examined SjSbri 
kishore Bliuio. Rt.widns Bhuiu and Kapildev Siogh in their 
defence before the enquiry officer. The three delinquent 
employees abo presented themselves for their cro 5 s-cxamina- 
tion _ by the management. The management hay placed the 
entire records of the enquiry pioceeding and they are mark¬ 
ed Evt. M-l to M-8. 

Point No 1 

It is the ndmifle.j c.or ot (hr purtu- that on 1-10-gi at 
ohrmf 5.311 pm, there was heavy bla-ting in 10 Seam of 
Gopalichak Open Cast Project and that yoon after the bt»t- 
m e f,le workers about 100 including the tHrVe 
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concerned workmen came out of their nearly residence raid 
surrounded Shri N. Ahmed, Asstt. Colliery. Manager pro¬ 
testing for carrying on blasting in the quarry near the 
vicinity of their quarter on the surface, if he difference in 
the cijse of the employer and the employee b that acooid- 
ing to the employees they had jua cotqc to protest on the 
act of heavy blasting due to which there wa* flight 1 of stones 
on their residence causing injury to some of the 
inmates of the quarter whereat according to the manage¬ 
ment the mob was- led by the concerned workmen who 
surrounded Shri N, Ahmed and mamuandltd him and thren- 
tened him with dine cunscqaeaces; 

Shri N. Ahmed, Asstt. Cdlliery Manager Of Gopalichak 
Open Cast Project has tinted tnat at about 5.0(1 P.M. on 
1-10-81 a siren was given so that the persons near lo scum 
quarry may movo away. When he vv«* ii»surcd tliai ;tll 
the persons had moved away to the safe place frOm the 
danger zone, he asked the inch urge of the shot fifer for 
the shot firing, After the blasting Shri N. Ahmed was 
moving to the place of blasting for Inspection and at that 
time a mob Of 100 persons cam* having lathi end brick bats 
in their hand and they were raising alarm of ‘Mofo’' 
•'Maro”. He has stated that some persons surrounded him 
and started ass null mg him with hand and out of them he 
could identify three concerned workmen who were ahead of 
all in assaulting him. He has stated that When police was 
seen coming, the mob fled away. In cross-examination he 
was not able to say as to why the mob had avembied and 
after surrounding assaulted him. He has further stated that 
it may be that some piece of stones had flighted and on 
seeing it the mob had surrounded him. lie Inis dated that 
he had kept guard in a circumference of about a'd metres 
from the place of blasting. On being questioned he stated 
that there was some residential houses within the circum¬ 
ference of 3A), metres from the place of blading. It will 
appear from bis evidence that prior to the blasting the 
persons residing on those houses were removed from the 
danger zone but he had not himelf seen to tire fact that the 
persons from the residential houses falling in the danger 
zone left for safe place prior to blunting. Accruing to him 
there was no luted place of safety Where live residence of 
those houses could move but for sometime residents used 
to move to the house lying at a distance from danger zone, 
ft will thus appetar from the evidence of Shri N, Ahmed that 
lie had not himself got satisfied whether tile resident? from the 
quarters lying in tut danger zone had moved to Hie place 
of safely. He had no such injuries Which were appaient 
or serious in nature as stated by him - 


i lie other management witness Shri Chinmoy Mukherjee, 
Senior Overman has stated that on tile day of bjastiug the 
nearby dhowra people arc informed at tcbout 12 itoon re¬ 
garding the blasting. He has stated that some ot flic emp¬ 
loyee? had been sent in file neighbourhood to Warn people 
regarding hlaSting. He had heard nullah of tire people 
from the dhowra and saw about 10b persons including 
females shouting *'Moro” “Maro” running towards the 
blasting Zone after the blasting. He has stated that tins 
mob mnounded! Shri N. Ahmed and assaulted him with 
slap? hut he did not identify any of the persons who had 
assaulted Shri N Ahmed. Thu? this witness had seen Shri 
N. Ahmed being, assaulted by some person? from the mob 
but did not identify assailants. In cross-examination he ha? 
stated that the quarters of some of the labourers are at a 
distance of about 130 metres from tbe place ot blasting. 
He wax unable to suy the- reason ns to why tbe labourers 
had come shouting “Maro, Maro". He has stated that in 
deep whole blasting stone pieces are flighted for a distance 
of about 500 feet from tire place of blasting. Thus hi? 
evidence clearly shows that some of the qdaftcis lying at 
a distance of 150 metres from the place of blasting receive 
night of ftte>ne pipers after blasting but as the persons had 
come from the dhowra lying Within the danger zone, it 
appears that safety measures for moving all tiie residents 
Torn the Hhowra were not taken and there appears lo be 
some negligence on the part of the management in not 
taking proper safety measures prior to the blasting. Shri S. 
Kumar has stated that the mob of persons went near Shri 
N. Ahmed and assaulted him with hand. He has also stated 
that tile, residence of some of the labourer* was within the 
danger zone_Of 300 metres, He himself had not wan whe¬ 
ther the- mtldwT af fa xsh&xtTa frad unwed - aVray to safe 






place before blasting and be st3aed that he was doing the 
Mining Sitdar’a Job, To another question he nat staled 
that the flight of stone pieces after blasting coaid be WO 
metres or even more. He had not wo for what distance 
the blasted stopc piece had flighted after the blasting. 

It will appear fiora the evidence of the management wit¬ 
nesses that none of them can say the reason as to why the 
mob had come shouting after blasting and had surrounded 
and assaulted Shri N. Ahmed. The persons of tile mob 
had no enemily with Shri N. Ahmed from before The 
evidence which has been gathered from the different man¬ 
agements witnesses does show that the Dhowra of some 
of the labourers was within the danger rone from the place 
of blasting and thut the stone pieces could flight and fall 
down on the dhowra. Tt is the definite case of the work¬ 
men that the labourers in the Dhovvra had not moved to 
the place of safety. The evidence of the management wit¬ 
ness do not shove that sufficient step had been taken to 
remove the residents of the dhowra to the place of safety 
before blasting. The workmen have come with a definite 
case and the said case is stated in the written statement of 
the management itseff that the mob was protesting regarding 
the Alight of the stone pieces after blasting which 1 could 
caiwe danger to life and property. Considering the evi¬ 
dence us a whole it appears that after blasting stone pieces 
had flighted to the dhowra causing injuries fo some of the 
labourers and that appears to be very probable came ns to 
why tlie mob of about 100 persons came running from, 
Dhowra. shouting for assault and surrounded Shri N. 

Ahmed, \sstf. Colliery Manager who was inchntge of Ihc 

blasfinc of ihe mine. Taking Ibe entire picture into 

consideration it appears that there was n background and 
came as to whv the mob had ran and surrounded the 

Asst*. Colliery Manager after blasting. The act of blasting 
"as dangerous enough which could cause damage to the 
dhmvra and injury to the persons residing in tho dhowra 
and ns enough precaution was not taken befo-c Marin- to 
remove the persons of the dhowru to a place of safely. T 
think the rersons of the management involved in the Wast¬ 
ing operation were negligent. 1* is no wonder therefore that the 
residents' of dhovvra after blasting ran shouting tor assault 
am) surrounded the Asstt. Colliery Manager. Taking oil 
Ce e facts into consideration it appears that the mob in¬ 
cluding the concerned workmen who were admitted 1 -/ In 
ihe mob hid surrounded the A.sstf Colliery Manager. The 
Asslf Collierv Manager did identify the three concerned 
workmen qc his a'railnnts and his evidence finds mpnori 
from the other management witnesses who had been Shri N, 
v-med hginir a^nulted and pushed bv the renon- in the 
mnh, Shri N. Ahmed had no came to implicate the con¬ 
cede I workmen in a false case an t as such 7 bold th u 
hi - e> i'Vnce that the concerned workmen msiuTed him is 
trn\ However the assault on his person was superficial, 

In view of the evidence discussed above T hold that there 
u as sufficient material in the enquiry proceeding to hold 
the Dmee -on-erned workmen guilty of the charce of mb- 
i-orwi".-* levelled acain^t them under sub-rimae (r) and 
ill r.f Clan-e 18 of the Centlfled Stnndinp Orders 

Point No. 2 

I have already discussed above to show that the labourers 
including the concerned workmen had cause of annoy¬ 
ance as efficient care wns not taken bv the management to 
remove the residents of the Dhowra lvlno within the dancer 
gone to the place of safaiv prior to blasting and that stone 
nieces had flighted and fallen on the Dhowra after blast- 
inn ihereby enraging the residents of the Dhowra and 
dunning in a mob to the Asstt. Colieiv Manager Nhri N 
Ahmed This being the background leading to the assault 
of Shri N. Ahmed who was incharee of the blasting of the 
mine. I hold that the assault on Shri N .Ahmed was nor 
a predetermined one and that he wns superficial I v as-nulled 
bv the three concerned workmen who had a feeling that 
the management was not taking measures for then safety 
r-rio'- to blasting The sa'd background therefore has \erv 
much chbeled the gravity of the situation in as much as 
th- m-mtipemenf also wns not taking proper ur-mres fo> 
tb" safety of the. labourers residing in the Dho” i < failing 
within the danger rone The. concerned workman are idle 
since 15-4 81 and thus out-of Job for the last d v-iri The 
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order of dismissal of the concerned workmen under the 
circumstances discussed above appeals i 0 be too hmsb and 
as such in my opinion the concerned workmen should not 
have been dismissed from service, in the ends of justice 
J think tile non-payment of wages to the concerned work¬ 
men Cor the period of their idleness since the date of the 
dismissal will be more than sufficient punishment for the 
simple assault with slab etc. to Shri N. Ahmed. 

In the result, 1 hold thut the charge against the concern¬ 
ed workmen ^ave been established but the action of the 
management m ordering dismissal of the tluee concerned 
workmen with effect from 15-4-83 is not justrjied. The 
concerned workmen are therefore reinstated with effect 
from 15-4-1983 but by way of punishment for the proved 
offence against them the concerned workmen are not en¬ 
titled to any wages for the period of their idleness with 
effect from 15-4-83 till the date of their joining The man¬ 
agement is directed to reinstate the concerned workmen 
wilhin one month from the date of the publication of the 
Award in the Gazette of India. The concerned workmen 
will, however, get the continuity of their service. 

This is my Award.

T ! 'e Central Government in exercise 0 f the poweis con¬ 
ferred by clause (dl of sub-section (1) of section 10 of 
the Industrial Disputes Act. 1947, has referred the following 
dispute to this Tribunrd for adjudication 

“Whether the action of tbr management of Bank of 
Maharashtra* in denying lj3 scale wages to Shri 
Rain Tnp.riiTk.ir for the period 1-7-77 to 1-2-81 during 
which he performed six hours and 25 mmuies 
part-time sweeper's duties per week is justified ? If 
net. to what relief is the workman entitled n “ 
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2, At the Iimriny of the lelVrence the parties tiled joint 
v i.jiipli.iiuii‘ piudiis -.lining the tm-k t ,i omul uf the drii u e 
ami (he national tor .imiutbly setting die dripuie and men 
turning tlie letniv and conditions oil which the m.itier it 
settled. 

3 . Hie teems and conditions on which ihc dispute is settled 
nmicahly are as follows 

“1. The duties involved at P.M.C. Extn. Counter of the 
Bajirao Road Branch of the Bank, do require less 
than 6 hours in a week. 

2. Settlement of claim for 1/3 scale wages hy Shn 
A. Y. Ya'dav for the above mentioned duties gave 
lise to an anamolotis position in as much as when 
both Shri Ingrulkar and Shri Yadav have carried 
out suite duties at same place, Shri Ingrulkar was 
made to suffer in getting the position at lower ladder 
as compared to his junior counterpart Shri Yadav 
on the absorption of both of them as full time 
Substaff.

5. At the same time both maintain that the floor space- 
area of P.M.C. Extn.

Counters of 
such area do require payment of consolidated wages 
as prescribed under Bipartite Setilement and the' total 
working hours in a week in that situation never 
exceed 6 hours in a week." 

4. Che compromise is quite fair. 1 accept the same and 
pass an award as pe'r the above mentioned terms of setile- 
ment ns prayed by the parties,
